until 9 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. 
Night meetings will be al­ 
lowed in the rest of the Admin­ 
istration Building until 10 p.m. 
on weekdays,, but everyone 
must 'be out of the building by 
10:, 301 p.m.. 
On weekends, the building 


will continue to be closed. Ev­ 
ening use will be allowed only 
in the administration unit, not 
in the Hall of Justice wing. 
Four new sheriff’s deputies 
will patrol the building for the 
evening hours, two at the entr­ 
ance and two to watch the in­ 
terior, b a l c o n i e s and the 
parking area.

Taking 'the witness stand in 
his- defense, 
Cole declared:

have destroyed my career and 
my very existence. 
“I welcome this opportunity 
to' te l the whole story, 'the 
whole 'truth, before what I hope: 
and, expect to be a fair forum, 
and to' 'dispose once and for all 
of 'these sensationalst accusa­ 
tions made against me by a J1 cw 
discontented subordinates and 
other persons, of questionable 
motives who intend to destroy 
not only me, but through me,

morning of March 16, 1968. 
'Calley is charged with toe 
premedita,ted murder of 102 
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men, women, and children that* 
day. 
Calley testified earlier that in. 
a briefing on toe evening before 
the sweep Medina told 'his 
assembled infantrymen to' kill 
everything alive in, the village 
and, in answer to' a question 
from, 'th,e ranks, had said toe 
order 
included women 
and 
children. 
Holding a tiny microphone 
sometimes in one hand and 
sometimes 'between his clasped, 
twined fingere, toe swarthy 
captain was led 'through a long 
.narrative of events before My 
Lai and toe assault proper. 
'The few questions asked were 
by Col. Reid W. Kennedy, the 
judge, on behalf of toe six- 
officer jury which had caled 
Medina as toe first of toree 
witnesses of its own who will 
end toe 'military trial. 
Medina told Kennedy he' was 
asked questions' at toe briefing, 
and one was: “Do we 'kill 
women and children?” 
“My reply to that question 
was—no,” Medina said. “I told 
them not to kill women and 
children, to use common sense. 
If they have a weapon and they 
are trying to engage you, you 
can shoot back, but you must 
use common sense.”

any time on March 15 or March 
16,1968, did you order or direct 
Lt. Calley to kill or waste any 
Vietnamese people?” 
“No, sir,” Medina repled.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
government made pubic today 
a report by a panel of private 
specialists saying there was 
strong evidence that school 
children with, certain “'behavior 
disorders.” .improved in learning 
aptitude when given pep pills. 
'The panel—including pediatri­ 
cians, psychiatrists, education 
specialists, mental health ex­ 
perts and others—also said, they 
found no evidence to show that 
am phetamine 
drugs, when 
properly administered to pupils, 
might lead to' 'drug addicition in, 
later life. . 
'The Independent-,Journal is 
currently 'presenting a series of 
six articles by Arnold Arnold on- 
the editorial page on drugs in 
the classroom,.. Today’s story 
can, 'be found on page 20.) 
“When toe 
medication 
is 
effective, toe chid can modu­ 
late .and, organize: his activities 
in, the direction he wishes,” toe 
report said. 
“'The stimulant, does not slow 
down or suppress the hyper­ 
kinetic (overactive) child in the 
exercise of his. initiative. Nor 
does it pep him, up, make Mm 
feel high, over stimulated or 
out of touch, with his. environ­ 
ment, 
The g r o u p said its studies 
indicated th at children given, 
amphetamines, showed improve­ 
ment, from toe standpoint of 
alertness, learning and social 
behavior. 
'The report was released by 
the 
Department 
of Health, 
Education .and Welfare, 'based- 
on findings of a, 15-member 
panel headed, by Dr. Daniel X. 
Freedman., professor' and chair­ 
man of toe Department of 
Psychiatry at toe University of 
Chicago. 
“Every 'member of toe 'panel 
was 
carefully 
selected 
to' 
represent a 
wide range of 
scientific interests,,” said. Dr. 
Edward F. .Zigler, director of 
HEW’s 'Office of Chid Develop-' 
ment. 
“The statement is toe pro­ 
duct of some of the finest 
expertise in the country, and I 
am confident that it will clarify 
issues which 
have 
been 
of 
concern to the public.” 
Hyperkinetic disturbance is 
said to affect about three in 
every 100 grade school children 
and is characterized 
among 
other things by poor attention 
in class, disordered behavior 
and 
intense 
physical 
and 
mental overactivity. 
The panel said very little is 
known about toe causes of such 
disorders.

Nixon Sees Possibility 
Of No More U.S. Wars 


NEW YORK 
(UPI)—Pres­ 
ident Nixon believes toe Viet­ 
nam Waramay be the last ever, 
faced by 'the country and .said 
the war will not be a political 
issue in the 1972 presidential 
campaign, The New York 
Times said today. 
“'This, war is ending,’"’' Nixon" 
.said in toe. 'interview. “In fact, 
I seriously doubt I we will, ever 
have another war. This is 
probably toe very last one.” 
Nixon was interviewed in his 
office by C. L. Sulzberger, toe 
foreign, affairs columnist of The 
Times, 
T'he 
.interview 
was 
published, .in today’s edition... 
Nixon would not say precisely 
•how many American troops 
were 'expected, to' be In South. 
Vietnam by mid,-1972 but he 
talked about the elections that 
year. 
“Those who think, Vietnam is 
going to be1 a good political 
issue next year are making a 
grave miscalculation,” he said. 
“Now, I am not applying' our 
policy there for political, rea­ 
sons but for reasons of national 
security. 
“Nevertheless, those who are 
counting on Vietnam as a 


political issue in this country 
next year are going to 'have the 
rug jerked from under them,” 
. Nixon, said he was concerned 
that he should not be caught in 
a “vicious cross fire” between 
what he caled toe “super­ 
doves” and toe “superhawks” 
who would pul out immediately 
or escalate dangerously. 
“I’d like to' see us not end 'toe 
Vietnamese War foolishly and 
find ourselves all alone in the 
world,” he said. “I could have 
chosen that course my very 
first day .in. office. 
“But-1 want toe American 
■people to be able to' be: 'led by 
me, or by my successor, along 
a course that a'Eows us. to' do 
what is needed to help keep toe 
peace in 'this world.” 
The 'President said he wanted 
an, orderly 'withdrawal, from. 
Southeast .Asia, but did want

G. David 'Baldwin, president 
of the firm, said the company 
would build the prefabricated, 
house, with, the idea of testing it, 
for practicality, safety and 
.quality. If, the building proves 
• successful 
and 
marketable, 
Baldwin, said, his company will, 
agree, to build a factory to man­ 
ufacture it in, Marin City. He 
said such an operation 'would 
employ up to 120 .persons and 
promised, community residents 
would receive top priority for 
employment. 
In addition, Baldwin, said, the 
firm would consider turning the 
factory over to local ownership 
by a Marin City g r o u p , but 
would continue to receive royal­ 
ties from the 'Operation. 
He expressed confidence the 
glass fiber housing will prove 
'practical.,, because it is stronger 
.than dual, wall frame buildings 
and much less expensive. Ac­ 
cording to the president,, a, four- 
bedroom, two-bath house made 
from, the material would* cost 
$14,000, or a total of $19,000' 
including lot expenses. 
If the project proves a fail­ 
ure, he said, the c o m p a n y 
would remove the structure and 
foundation at no cost to' the 
redevelopment agency. 
The presentations by Baldwin 
and, representative's of the two 
other development groups 'drew 
angry comments from, repre­ 
sentatives of the Marin Urban 
.Development 
Association, 
which consists of seven, Marin, 
City residents. The group has 
received tentative approval as 
Marin City’s official developer 
from the redevelopment agen­ 
cy, although no con.tr,act has 
been signed 'pending approval 
from the U. S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment. 
Housing consonant Ulysses 
Montgomery, who is working 
with the local group, said Bald­ 
win’s proposal, would have to be 
evaluated, '“'before there can 'be 
any di.scussi.on at all” and sug­ 
gested Marin City consider 
many proposals 'before making 
a choice. 
C. J. Williams, president of 
t'he local, association, said, the 
redevelopment agency tod giv­ 
en the group nine months to 
prepare a development plan 
and should not, allow another 
contractor to move into Marin 
City now. 
“You are asking for legal ac-,. 
tion against you,” 'Thelma Mc­ 


Kinney, association secretary, 
warned the board. 
Wallace K. Shepherd, execu­ 
tive director of the redevelop­ 
ment agency, said the agency 
has only enough money left to 
operate for another 18 months 
and served notice he would con­ 
tinue to seek out, individuals 
and firms interested in develop­ 
ing the community.

“I haven’t 
heard too many people eager to 
start, a business in Marin City,”

Despite Arguments 


Despite the economic argu­ 
ments of an attorney, the San 
Anselmo City Council hopped 
aboard the ecology bandwagon 
last night. (Another San Ansel­ 
mo City Council story, page L) 


Attorney Wallace S. Myers, 
representing San .Anselmo Gar­ 
bage Disposal, said “Our know- 
l e d g e tells us you can't do 
anything profitably, but bury 
(garbage).” 


Therefore, he said, any com­ 
pany that enters the recycling 
business 
will 
eventually 
go 
bankrupt, dumping the whole 
mess in the lap of government. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
council 
adopted almost completely an 
ecology action program sug- 
g e s t e d by Val Schaaf of 32 
Crest Road. 
The council, m ade it city 'poli­ 
cy that wastes 
be recycled 
when means become available 
to do so and directed San Ansel­ 
mo Garbage Disposal to report, 
back June 8 on ways it can help 
in recycling. 
The council also ordered that 
city departments begin recy­ 
cling their wastes and esta­ 
blished a committee to make 
recommendations on recycling. 
Schaaf was appointed as in­ 
terim head and Councilman 
Lewis W. Stewart as a mem­ 


ber. Other members are to be 
appointed March 23. 
Stewart, had recycling placed 
on the agenda so Neill Smith of 
Whole Systems of Mill Valley 
could explain that firm’s recy­ 
cling program. 
Smith said the Mill 'Valley 
City Council Monday approved 
an 
agreement 
whereby

company charges homeowners 
SI a, month for collection of 
sorted recycleable materials. 
Smith said the group is trying 
to show that recycling is finan­ 
cially feasible. Myers claimed 
not only is it not feasible, but 
nobody will be interested in 
p a y i n g to have to sort their 
garbage. 
Councilman Kenneth L. .An­ 
derson also wondered whether 
housewives can be persuaded to 
squash cans, wash, out 'bottles 
and stack newspapers, but six 
persons 
from

audience 
argued they can be. 
Mrs, Schaaf pointed out that 
housewives were asked to do 
the same thing during World 
War II and responded to the 
challenge. 
Stewart agreed. “It really 
gets to be a religion,” he said. 
“I almost feel compelled to buy 
a six-pack of Coors beer so I 
can squash the a l u m i n u m 
cans.”

The Corte Madera Planning 
'Commission has recommended, 
that 71 acres of county land in 
the eastern portion of town — 
slated for a large residential 
development — be preioned for 
medium density residential use. 
Prezoning is a method em­ 
ployed before territory in unin­ 
corporated areas is .annexed, to 
municipalities. 
According to Betty S. Behel. 
town clerk, the commission un­ 
animously recommended, Mon­ 
day that the Boyd property 
between Highway 101 and the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad

Sure To Be Cookin' The Irish Way 


Irish cooking is very whole­ 
some:, but plain and unimagina­ 
tive, according to two native- 
born Irish parishioners of Our 
Lady of Mt. Carmel Church in 
Mill Valley who are preparing 
trifle for dessert on Saturday 
night, when the school’s parent- 
t e a c h e r group will hold a 
“Blarney Blast” dinner dance 
in the school's auditorium. 
“There’s nothing like Irish 
butter, the mushroom that 'pop 
up at dawn, to 'be picked and the 
spring Iamb,’’ recalls Mrs. Pa­ 
trick Roche, who spoke Gaelic 
at home in Ireland because her 
father, Ireland’s Collector of 
Customs, wished to revive the 
almost extinct language. 
An internationally-known ac­ 
tress, Mrs. Jack Aranson re­ 
calls, “Irish bread is the best I 
have ever tasted anywhere.” 
Mary lo se McMaster Aranson 
toured the world as a child with 
her father’s Shakespearean act­ 
ing company. 
“During World War II we 
toured only in I r e l a n d and 
that’s why I know every vil­ 
lage.” 
The two say that serving good 
piping hot is a problem in that 
cold country, where the kitchen 
is usually far away from the 
dining room.. Serving dishes 
have covers, dinner plates are 
heated and food is served at the 
last minute by “girls from the 
country” who trudge upstairs 
carrying trays, they explain. 
St. Patrick’s Day is a digni­ 
fied holiday in Dublin to honor 


'political prisoners and dead pa­ 
triots, not a Mardi Gras, they 
say. It is the day of the impor­ 
tant f o o t b a l l and hurling 
games, the Ball and a military 
parade 
of 
beautiful 
horses, 
coast 
guardsmen,

boys’ 
school band and girls in school 
uniforms doing the Irish reel on 
floats.

Permanent Homes For Teen-Agers 
By DOROTHY NEWELL 
Youngsters living in three 
group homes in Larkspur and 
Kentfield are given a better 
chance to succeed in the adult 
community because of a group 
of volunteers devoted to helping 
them. 
Marin Foundation, Friends of 
Arequipa, began the program 
in 1964 when a group home for 
six teen-age girls was provided 
in San Rafael. Working with the 
county welfare and probation 
departments, the foundation 
has now expanded to' two group 
homes that can house six girls 
each in Larkspur and a home 


for six boys in Kentfield sup­ 
ported by Marin County. 
Residents of the homes, aged 
13 through 18, must be old en­ 
ough to register as high school 
freshmen to be eligible for re- 
f e r r a 1 by the courts to' the 
group homes. The foundation 
provides a permanent home 
through high school years for 
adolescents whose age, experi­ 
ence and problems make it im­ 
possible for them to stay in 
their own home or to use a 
foster home placement success­ 
fully. 
It is only appropriate howev­ 
er, for adolescents who are 


emotionally and socially able to 
use the support of the profes­ 
sional staff to .live in the com­ 
munity and to attend the local 
public high school full time. 
The young residents attend 
R e d w o o d .High School, and. 
three of the residente attend 
San Andreas High School, an 
opportunity school, which is not 
as regimented as a regular 
Ugh. s c h o o l but offers a full 
curriculum. 
THERE IS a professional di­ 
rector for each group home, 
and two house-parents are un­ 
der their supervision. The 
professional staff helps to 


residents. 
The volunteers not only have 
p e r s o n a l contact with the 
youngsters, a program, started, 
by Mrs. William Witt when they 
reorganized the volunteer pro­ 
gram, but they also help subsi­ 
dize the rental program and 
furnish material, things such, as 
furniture at the group homes. 
Volunteers are an intrinsic 
part of the total program at the 
group homes, Mrs. Anna Marie 
Long Gurich, executive director 
of the group homes, said. The 


terest and understanding as 
soon as they have had some 
experience with them,. 
ONE Y O U N G S T E R re­ 
marked to a new volunteer who 
was driving her to an appoint­ 
ment, “They told, me to be nice 
to you as this was your first 
time.” 
A youngster who is a new 
resident in the home may also 
“test” the adult volunteer by 
trying to shock her with foul 
language or tell her of a per­ 
sonal experience, real or imagi­ 
nary.

The group homes in .Larkspur 
are in an apartment complex, 
leased by the foundation. In a 
lovely s e t t i n g of trees, the 
homes are furnished with furni­ 
ture that the volunteers have 
provided. 
The boys home, a private re­ 
sidence, is also well furnished, 
even, to the extent of having, a 
'pool table. 
The volunteer women from 
the nine foundation units have 
birthday parties for the youngs­ 
ters as well as parties on the 
holidays.

WASHINGTON — 'Like many other parents, 
Mitch Kurman of Westport, Com.,, assumed 
that the camp he chose for his son would 
observe simple safety rales and take proper 
precautions for the youngsters there. 
He chose a camp in upstate New York 
which specialized in canoe trips into New 
England and Canada. A few weeks after the 
start of camp, he got word that his son had 
drowned in a canoe: accident in Maine. 
At first, he assumed that it had been mere­ 
ly a matter of fate that can fall 
anywhere regardless of what 
precautions are taken. Then he 
decided to look further. 
His 
investigation 
disclosed 
that the accident had happened 
on one of the wildest, stretches 
of the Penobscot River and that 
the young counselor in charge 
had had a previous narrow es­ 
cape on the same river. In ad­ 
dition, the counselor had been 
warned by a Forest Ranger not 
to challenge the 
Penobscot 
again without special safety 
equipment such as ropes and 
life preservers. The counselor 
had ignored these warnings. 
SINCE THEN, Kurman has 
become a crusader for greater 


camp safety. And he has inter­ 
ested Senator Abe Ribicoff (D- 
Conn.) in introducing a bill 
which would establish a joint 
federal-state camp safety pro­ 
gram. It would grant a certifi­ 
cate to camps that meet certain 
standards. 
At present, there are no uni­ 
form standards, and state laws

considerably.

states have no regulations gov­ 
erning any aspect of summer 
camps, and 46 states have no 
regulation, governing the condi­ 
tion of vehicles or qualifications 
of drivers of camp vehicles.

his practical experience at a 
local dairy. 
ACCORDING TO Randle, the 
biggest task is to make sure 
that only the taste and not the 
substance is added to the tas­ 
ter’s diet. In other words, don’t 
swallow. 
“After all, you don’t know 
what you’re drinking,” said 
Randle. “That’s why you test it 
in the first place and why it’s 
best not to swallow. 
“One day I grabbed the first 
two or three bottles off the line, 
took a big swallow and, well, 
swallowed. It was full of chlor­ 
ine that hadn’t been flushed out 
of the lines.” I learned my les- 
sion,” he said. 
Bill Lloyd, head of quality 
control at the plant where Ran-

(UPI)— die is training, said Randle, the 
son of a Mississippi dairy farm­ 
er, is “pretty good.” 
“The most important thing 
Bill will lean, here is how to 
taste,” said Lloyd.

camps are not as safe as they 
can be. Efforts to improve safe­ 
ty h a v e been made by the 
American Camping 
Associa­ 
t i o n , which has some 3,400 
m e m b e r camps, and other 
groups such as scouting and 
church groups. 
But there is no way for these 
groups to enforce voluntary 
standards. When the ACA surv­ 
eyed some member camps in 
1967, it found that one out of 
every eight failed to meet basic 
mínimums. 


THE ONLY comprehensive 
s u r v e y of camp safety was 
completed 42 years ago. It con­ 
cluded. that 65 'percent of all. 
camp 
accidents could have 
been prevented by better super­ 
vision or higher standards of 
camp maintenance and admin­ 
istration. 
Only one-quarter of toe acci­ 
dents were attributed to the 
camper’s own negligence, and 
half of these could have 'been 
prevented with better supervi­ 
sion of activities, according to 
the report. Many injuries were 
due to faulty structures, dan­ 
gerous 
pathways 
and 
poor 
camp location. 
It is not possible, of course, to 
make anything completely safe, 
especially anything like a sum­ 
mer camp for carefree youngs­ 
ters. Most camps probably take 
as many precautions as they 
can under the circumstances. 
Camping associations are also 
emphasizing safety more than 
they have. 


But there are now some 12,- 
000 summer camps in this coun­ 
try serving an estimated^ 7 
million youngsters, and the 
numbers are growing at an 
ever-increasing rate. Resident 
camps have t r i p l e d in ten 
years. 
w 
WHAT RIBICOFF and Kur­ 
man want is a set of minimum 
safety standards which could 
either be accepted or rejected* 
by individual states. Participat­ 
ing states would conduct in­ 
spections to ensure compliance 
and then award certificates in­ 
dicating that a camp meets the 
standards. 
Although Ribicoffs bill has 
little chance of passage, its tim­ 
ing may do some good. At the 
very least, it may stir some 
parents into checking safety as­ 
pects as they prepare to choose 
a camp for toe approaching 
summer.

A m e m b e r of Ohio State 
University’s Home Economics 
Department says the homemak­ 
er should have little trouble ad­ 
justing to the new system. 
“They will only have to deal 
with one simple system based 
on tens rather than our present 
complicated one 
of pounds- 
ounces and feet-incbes,” she 
said. 
“Figuring of quantities and 
costs in the marketplace for 
consumers should 'be simplified 
on a system of tens in compari­ 
son to the mental exercise cur­ 
rently necessary to convert 
pounds to ounces and figure 
costs per unit.” 
DIFFICULTIES AROSE, she 
said, in the standardization of 
tools and gauges, interehangea- 
bility of machine parts, simpli­ 
fication 
of 
international 
exchange and clerks learning 
new sizes. 
“But actually, the consumer 
may have it the easiest,” she 
decided. 
Dr. Fern Hunt, an associate 
professor at the school, did 
some of her own weighing and 
measuring on the proposal be­ 
fore deciding the 
consumer 
would have the easiest part of 
all — if a change were made. 
The Metric Study Bill in 1968 
authorized 
the secretary 
of 
commerce to conduct a study 
on the feasibility of using it in 
the United States. 
During 
her research, 
Dr. 
Hunt discovered a standard 
measuring cup has a capacity 
of .236,1 milliliters, 'equivalent to 
one-fourth of a quart. 'The “lit­ 
er’"’ under the mettle system 
would be 250 milliliters. 
“THIS WOULD mean an in­ 
crease in size by just under one 
tablespoon and the new capaci- * 
ty would be one-fourth of a liter 
instead of one-fourth of a cup,” 
she said. 
She recommended retaining 
the current size relationship be­ 
tween the cup and the measur­ 
ing spoons. 
“Women wanting to continue 
to use presently owned recipe 
books and measuring equip­ 
ment could do so with no prob­ 
lem,” she said. “They could 
use old favorite recipes with 


new measuring 'devices if both 
measuring cups and spoons 
were in, the new sizes.” 
She said that with the new 
sizes, the yield from the recipes 
would be just slightly larger 
than with the customary set, 


but the proportions of ingre- 
d i e n t s would remain un­ 
changed. 
“Accuracy in measurements 
is still important in successful 
preparation of certain foods,” 
she said, “but the precision im­ 
plied by weighing ingredients is 
rarely necessary in the types of 
home cooking currently done or 
likely to be done in the future, 
particularly with the trends in 
popularity of packaged food 
mixes and other convenience 
food items.”

'The Sausalito City Council 
last raght approved in concept a 
recommendation 
that 
fire 
alarms and added means of es­ 
cape from blazes be required in 
new homes. 
Fire Chief Charles E. Misten 
told the council the require­ 
ments are needed since some 
homes newly built on Sausali­ 
to's hills provide only one route 
of escape. — usually over a 
wooden carport. 
Should fire engulf the car­ 
port, he said, residents would 
be trapped. 
He suggested requiring such 
homes to have aluminum or 
rope ladders from outboard 
decks or other points of exit. 
Masten’s second suggestion, 
installation of automatic smoke 
and fire alarms, brought objec­ 
tion from building Inspector 
William L. Hynes. 
Hynes, in a memorandum to 


the council, said alarms would 
add to “runaway costs” of con­ 
struction and would discourage 
new building in the city. 
However, he wrote, if the 
council approved such alarms, 
it should also set a price ceding 
of about $50. 


Masten, who estimated the 
cost of alarms at about $300, 
said he didn't think the cost 
• was excessive. 
“ People don’t have fire alarm 
systems in their homes, but 
they all have color TV's,” he 
said, adding Sausalito suffered 
three fire fatalities during' 1969- 
70. 
The council, in endorsing the 
proposals, referred them to the 
city attorney, who will deter­ 
mine whether they should 'be 
drafted as part of the building 
code, as an ordinance or as a 
resolution.

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Quentin Stabbings Force 
General Inmate Lockup 


Most of San Quentin’s 3,250 
inmates were locked in their 
cells today after Warden Louis 
S. Nelson ordered a “cooling off 
period” to halt the wave of 
stabbings that injured five pri­ 
soners in 24 hours. 


A search of men lined up for 
dinner last night produced sev­ 
en knives carried by six in­ 
mates, Assoc. Warden James 
W. L. Park reported today. 
Five other knives were 'discov­ 
ered on the ground nearby, ap- 
p a r e n 11 y thrown away by' 
convicts 
when 
they 
learned 
they would be searched. Park 
said. 


Warden Nelson ordered the 
general lockup at 2:10' p.m. yes­ 
terday, 10 minutes after inmate 
Robert Sconyers was ¡stabbed in 
the chest, arm and back in the 
prison’s education area. Three 
other 
inmates, 
whom 
Park 
would not name, were held as 
suspects in the stabbing. 
At 12:10 p.m., inmate Arthur 
J. Golia, 27, was stabbed in the 
stomach and back. He was re­ 
ported in “good’’ condition to­ 
day after extensive surgery. 
Park said one suspect was in 
custody. 
Earlier yesterday, two form­ 
er motorycle gang members, 


Frank D. T u b a c h , 28, and 
Douglas R. Spencer, 26, were 
treated for cuts suffered at 7:40 
a.m. 
after breakfast, in the 
South cell block. No weapon 
was found, nor was any suspect 
in custody. 
Park said the wave of stab­ 
bings was launched at 4 p.m. 
Monday when Wayne Dennis 
Early, 24, was stabbed in the 
back three times in the east cell 
block. 
Monday’s stabbing “was not 
a racial thing,” Park declared, 
even though the victim was 
black and the suspect a Chi- 
cano. However, the associate 
warden explained, “hotbloods 
made it a racial thing” in the 
later stabbings. 
He denied that Sunday’s stab­ 
bing of Death Row inmate Mil­ 
lion L. M c S h a n e had any 
connection with the w'ave of 
knifings in the main sections of 
the prison. The fact that the 
weapon believed used against 
McShane had been found in the 
cell of another Death Row in­ 
mate, Leo Estrada Robles, was 
discounted by Park. “ What Leo 
Robles does really isn’t reflect­ 
ed in the mainline, nor does 
w’hat happens in Death Rowr” 
connect with the trouble in the 
rest of the prison. Park held. 


Park said he felt Warden Nel­ 
son’s lock-up order was essen­ 
tial to provide “ an information 
and cooling off period” for the 
inmates. He explained the con­ 
victs had been disturbed “by 
rumors and confusion.” The 
prison’s uncensored tomate ra­ 
dio station KSQ carried mes­ 
sages from inmate leaders and 
news of the stabbings for sever­ 
al hours last night, Park report­ 
ed. 


The 
lock-up 
will 
continue 
“only a few' more days,” Park 
said. Guards will conduct a tho­ 
rough search for weapons dur­ 
ing the confinement, he said. 


He said the prisoner's res­ 
tiveness 
was 
increased 
by 
seeing another inmate wheeled 
across the yard on a stretcher 
just before the last stabbing. 
The man had been hurt in an 
industrial accident. Park said, 
but. he had no details on name 
or condition of the injured man. 


The prison’s west block, hous­ 
ing “stable” inmates “operated 
normally last night” and in­ 
m ates with essential jobs w-ere 
performing their tasks outside 
the cellblocks today, Park re­ 
ported.

DRUGS IN THE CLASSROOM: Is Dyslexia A Disease?

(Third of six articles) 


A 1968 committee of medical 
and reading experts was ap­ 
pointed by the then secretary of 
the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, to stu­ 
dy the problem of dyslexia, a 
supposedly common disorder 
among children that causes 
severe reading difficulties. 
The committee met for one 
whole year, at a cost of $145,- 
000, but was unable to agree 
even on a definition of the word 
dyslexia. Members could not 
agree on a diagnosis, on causes 
or cures, but they did agree 
that children's reading failures 
were mostly due to poor teach­ 
er training and to inadequate 
schools, proposing $54 million of 
further research into these and 
related problems. 
However, Drs. Sam D. Cle­ 
ments and John E, P e t e r s , 
among others, have few doubts 


about the causes and c u f c o f 
dyslexia. They head the chil­ 
dren’s clinic at 'the University 
of Arkansas Medical School and 
attribute dyslexia to minimal 
brain dysfunction (MBD) and 
associate it with hyperkinesis, 
disruptive, overly aggressive 
and inattentive behavior in chil­ 
dren. These doctors don’t hesi­ 
tate to prescribe Ritalin and 
amphetamines to treat this di­ 
sorder. They suggest, in a leng­ 
thy a r t i c l e in one of the 
American 
Medical 
Associa­ 
tion’s journals, that these drugs 
enable primary grades children 
to overcome dyslexia and to 
learn, to read. 
DYSLEXIA 
HAS 
a 
nice, 
scientific ring to it. It has 
served to gloss over many rea­ 
sons for the reading failures of 
children. On the basis of exist­ 
ing research it is highly unlike­ 
ly that more than two to five 
percent of the total chid 'popu­ 
lation 
suffers 
physiological 


disorders that make reading 
difficult to learn. Still, some of 
the advocates of 'the MBD1 'diag­ 
nosis and amphetamine treat­ 
ment of pre-adolescent children 
claim that about 30 per cent of 
poverty children are so afflict­ 
ed and that a large but unstat­ 
ed n u m b e r of others suffer 
similar disabilities. 
Doctors Clements and Peters 
define the child who suffers 
MBD and dyslexia as one who 
‘seems bright; he is quiet and 
obedient, but daydreams and 
c a n * I read... (Or) he is high- 
strung and nervous; his atten­ 
tion is hard to hold. (Or) he has 
frequent 
temper 
outbursts, 
sometimes for no apparent rea­ 
son. He won’t concentrate for 
more than a few minutes at a 
t i m e . . . He lacks self-con- 
t r o 1— He does not work to 
capacity; he is not learning to 
read or to work with numbers, 
but has a good vocabulary and 
uses words correctly.” 


These catch-all diagnoses and 
treatment, the vague but pre­ 
cise-sounding terminology, and 
the certainty with which dan­ 
gerous drugs are dispensed on 
the basis of inadequate evid­ 
ence, is farily typical of the 
general approach to drug-medi­ 
cated 
behavior control 
and 
drug-assisted learning. 


MANY OF OUR children, 
schools, parents and the var­ 
ious 
governmental 
agencies 
that deal with education are 
faced with complex and diffi­ 
cult problems. It is easy to be 
seduced into treating individual 
symptoms, while ignoring all 
others, to believe in wholesale 
cures for social, psychological 
or physical disorders, using 
methods or drugs that are un­ 
proved or inadequately tested. 
In the case of MBD, hyperkine­ 
sis and dyslexia, the use of 
amphetamines 
and 
similar 
drugs may appear to alleviate 


superficial 
symptoms. 
But 
neither the drug company, nor 
the 
medical 
literature 
has 
pointed out that the great ma­ 
jority of pre-adolescent children 
react identically as adults to 
these drugs. On the contrary, 
much of the literature claims a ■ 
“paradoxical” effect — that 
children below the ages of 12 or 
13 are c a l m e d , rather than 
“pepped-up” by these pills. 
This is simply untrue, except 
for a few of the children who 
really suffer from 
minimal 
brain damage. 


Indiscriminate drug use, by 
adults, children and teen-agers, 
has become a major threat to 
health. The Congressional .Se­ 
lect Committee on Crime held 
hearings last Nov. 18 on the 
problem of amphetamine use in 
the U.S. More than three billion 
d o s a g e s of these drugs are 
manufactured each year, while 
the scientific research shows 


that 
legitimate 
prescriptions 
would call for fewer than 100,- 
000' doses. In .all except very 
rare cases there is no sound 
medical reason for prescribing 
them. Their use for weight re­ 
duction, for keeping awake, for 
the majority of instances where 
they are used for behavior con­ 
trol, or for kicks, are consi­ 
dered extremely hazardous and 
addictive. 
The “ R i g h t to Privacy” 
hearings of the Congressional 
Subcommittee on Government 
Operations of Sept. 29, 1970, un­ 
covered some of the abuses of 
the 
MBD 
and 
hyper kinesis 
diagnosis and behavior modifi­ 
cation in the classroom through 
drug use. 
Rep. Cornelius Gallagher, D- 
N.J., in his opening statement, 
said that he had found evidence 
that “creatively gifted chil­ 
dren” are given amphetamines 
in schools in order to control 
them, and because of a lack of 


facilities to keep them interest­ 
ed in the classroom. The myth 
of the “paradoxical effect” of. 
amphetamines on pre-puberty 
children has encouraged their 
being turned on so that they sit 
quietly enjoying their euphoria, 
listening to a different drum­ 
mer, while the teacher drones 


o n -The 
National 
Institute of 
Mental Health supports nine 
different 
studies 
concerning 
MBD, hyperkinesis and amphe­ 
tamine treatment. But only one, 
at Harvard University, con­ 
cerns the long-range effects of 
these drugs. 
MANY CAUSES can contri­ 
bute to reading failure in chil­ 
dren. But perhaps the most, 
important ones, overlooked by 
many who investigate such 
problems, are the general cli­ 
mate at home and in school 
that turns many children away 
from activity, speech, partici­ 
pation, communication, and in­ 


teraction. These are the pre­ 
requisites for a curiosity about 
books and for wanting to learn 
to read. No drug, no TV pro­ 
gram, and no amount of pseu­ 
doscience are going to make up 
for predominantly social and 
cultural deficits,. 'On the con­ 
trary, they tend to perpetuate 
these very failures by obstruct­ 
ing the required, intervention by 
parents and teachers. 
Unquestionably, as science 
probes deeper into the biochem­ 
ical and physiological workings 
of the human brain, it will be 
able to explain better how chil­ 
dren learn. Some of these find­ 
ings may eventually help in the 
development of new teaching 
and learning. But .none of these 
discoveries is likely to replace 
support from a healthy, activity 
and curiosity provoking 'envi­ 
ronment.

Simple Approach Helps 
Curb Truancy Problem 


Truancy — along with drugs and 
vandalism — has become a major 
problem in high schools. 
It is not new, of course. Almost 
any old-timer can (if he wishes) 
r e c a l l some times when he cut 
classes to go fishing, watch a ball 
game, or just “goof off.” But its 
incidence has increased markedly 
in recent years, causing much con­ 
cern among school people, as well 
as parents. 


AN INDICATION of that concern 
is the fact that class-cutting is 
among the topics scheduled for dis­ 
cussion at a “town meeting” tomor­ 
row at 8 p.m. in the San Rafael 
High School cafeteria, sponsored by 
the Parent-Teacher Association. 
The problem has increased this 
year at San Rafael High because of 
adoption of “modular scheduling” 
which gives students free time in 
chunks of assorted sizes. It is diffi­ 
cult for the faculty to keep track of 
the students who are on free time — 
and next to impossible to determine 
whether students loafing around the 
campus or in the neighborhood are 
supposed to be in class or are hav­ 
ing a “free module.” 
It is a problem, however, by no 
means unique to San Rafael. Other 
Marin high schools report high in­ 
cidence of class cutting, as do those 
in other counties and other states. 
IN SACRAMENTO, it got so bad

that the police department inaugur­ 
ated a p i c k u p drive under the 
euphemism of “Sacramento Truan­ 
cy Education Project.” 
» 
As described in the Sacramento 
Bee, the program is simplicity it­ 
self: 
“Three squad cars with two pol­ 
icemen in each are assigned to a 
specific area to check juveniles 
seen away from schools between 9 
a.m. and 4 p.m. on week days. .. 
Juveniles picked up for truancy are 
taken to a field office. . . for coun­ 
seling by a juvenile division officer 
and a school official. No juvenile is 
to be arrested, a spokesman said, 
u n l e s s there is no other alterna­ 
tive.” 
THE CAMPAIGN started March 
1. On the first day, police picked up 
20 youngsters. Five were found to 
be legitimately on the streets; the 
other 15 were truants from school. 
And of those 15, eight had misde­ 
meanor records and five had felony 
records. 
This high percentage of delin­ 
quents with crime records bore out 
the police belief that truants were 
responsible for many daylight bur­ 
glaries and thefts. 
The 
Sacramento 
experiment 
might well be applied in Marin. 
It would need the cooperation of 
schools with the police. Since the 
truancy problem is of concern to 
both, this should not be hard to get.

JACKSON, Miss. — Early 
predictions are that this year 
even Mississippi will join the 
procession of southern states 
which have newly elected mod­ 
erate Democrats as governors. 
The prospect is certain to make 
George Wallace of next-door Al- 
a b a, m a feel more and more 
lonely as he considers another 
presidential outing in 1972. 
If today's expectations are 
fulfilled and Lt. Gov. Charles 
Sullivan moves up to governor, 
the state will be taking a clear 
step away from the racially re-

gressive administration of Gov. 
John Bell Williams. 
-Seven months, a. court ruling 
on Mississippi’s new free-for-all 
p r i m a r y system, and the 
emergence of other major can­ 
didates all lie between now and 
the first voting. However, indi­ 
vidual 
politicians 
of 
every 
stripe and more objective politi­ 
cal authorities in the Delta, the 
capital and south Mississippi 
agree that as of now Sullivan is 
the probable next governor. 
THE HATCHET-FACED vol­ 
uble lieutenant governor, a law­ 
yer from the D e l t a town of 
Clarksdale, 
has 
metamor­ 
phosed in more than a decade 
of Mississippi politics from an 
earlier attitude of defiance' to­ 
ward the national Democratic 
Party. 
He was involved in at least 
one bolt by the Mississippi dele­ 
gation from a national party 
convention. 
In 1960 he chastised Sen. 
James O'. Eastland for support­ 
ing the Kennedy-Johnson ticket, 
and this is part of the reason 
for a widely alleged enmity be­ 
tween the two Mississippians 
which may become of critical 
importance to Sullivan's cur­ 
rent ambitions. 
But since then Sullivan has 
run twice for statewide office. 
He was out-bigoted for gover­ 
nor by Paul B. Johnson in 1963, 
but then beat Johnson for lieu­ 
tenant governor in, 1967. In 1964 
he lay low rather than come out 
for Barry Goldwater as so 
many other Deep South politi­ 
cians did. He had conversations 
with the emerging Mississippi 


Republican Party, but decided 
to remain a Democrat. 
He lay low a g a i n in 1968, 
although this part of the world 
was • afire for Wallace. In fact, 
when Hubert Humphrey visited 
the University of Mississippi 
early that year, Sullivan was 
the only state officeholder to 
show up and welcome him. 


Beyond that, he has made it 
clear that he believes public 
schools must survive despite 
court-ordered 
desegregation 
and that he thinks the private 
white “academies” founded to 
avoid integrated public schools 
are a temporary phenomenon. 


IT IS ASSUMED he will be 
opposed by at least one right- 
wing segregationist and quite 
possibly on the other flank by 
Charles Evers, the black mayor 
of Fayette. In such a division, 
Sullivan would pull a few black 
votes plus the broad middle of 
the white vote and win. 
But a law passed by the state 
legislature last year causes an­ 
alysts here to hedge their fore­ 
casts and other candidates to 
hang back.

ONE REASON is that the 
Russian leaders have always 
shown a disdain for world opi­ 
nion whenever they wanted to 
flout, it. Stalin’s callous quip is 
a case in point: “How many 
divisions has the Pope?” It was 
on the eve of the world confer­ 
ence 
of 
neutralist 
nations, 
which Moscow was cultivating 
for propaganda purposes, that 
the Kremlin openly violated its 
own pledge not to test nuclear 
weapons in the atmosphere. 
And the Russians did not hesi­ 
tate to alienate most of the 
Communist parties and leaders 
outside the USSR by .invading' 
Czechoslovakia in 1968. 
There is a more powerful rea­ 
son why persecution of the 
Jews is so persistent and so 
pervasive in Russia. Persecu­ 
tion is indigenous to dictator­ 
ships. It is the a u t o m a t i c 
response of dictatorship* to any 
evidence of fearless individual­ 
ism. Dictatorial government is 
always fearful and the Soviet 
dictatorship is terribly afraid of 
the Jews — afraid to yield them 
cultural and religious liberty 
and simultaneously af raid to let 
them leave the USSR. 
The Berlin wall is the very 
symbol of Communism’s fear of 
its own people. 
IT IS NOT surprising that the 
Nazi invaders of Russian terri­ 
tory in World War II soon found 
faithful followers in the occu­ 
pied. areas, especially among 
the Ukrainians, 
who helped 
them carry out their crimes 
against the Jews. 
The Nazy anti-Semitic creed 
fell on. fertile Russian soil. 
IN RUSSIA TODAY the Jews 


are not even allowed equal dis­ 
crimination. 'There is special 
discrimination 
against 
them 
which does not apply similarly 
to other minorities. 
Other religions in Russia are 
allowed a national organization. 
Not the Jewish religion. Train­ 
ing of r a b b i s is kept at an 
inadequate level, and except for 
the show-window of Moscow, 
not more than one synagogue is 
allowed in the cities with large 
Jewish populations. There are 
few Jewish books and newspa­ 
pers. 
The heroic role of the Jews as 
soldiers fighting against the 
Nazis is wiped from the face of 
official literature and when in­ 
di, vidual Jews proudly wear 
their military decorations they 
are taunted by such remarks 
as, “Where did you buy them?” 


ARIE L. ELIA.V, "who was 
born in Russia and is now a 
member of the Israeli parlia­ 
ment and deputy minister of 
immigrant affairs, points out in 
Ms revealing book, ".Between 
Hammer and Sickle,” that the 
central thrust of Soviet repres­ 
sion is to prevent Russian Jews 
from “acting in unison.” They 
must continue to live, he writes, 
as “isolated, scattered indivi­ 
duals in a state of total disor­ 
ganization and disintegration, ” 
And now, he concludes, the re­ 
gime is setting out “to elimi­ 
nate the final r e m n a n t — 
religion.” 
Why? Why are the Russian 
Communists so fearful of the 
three million Russian Jews? 
Why doesn’t the regime spew 
out the Jews and thus rid itself 
of what it deems a dangerous 
poison. 
Can there be any doubt that, 
despite a few token visas to try 
to hush up the Jews, the answer 
is: Fear — fear that if they let 
the Jews leave R u s s i a , the 
pressure by others to leave will 
become irresistible? The Jews 
are needed by the Soviet re­ 
gime because of their talents. 
They are hated, but useful. The 
Kremlin would prefer to be rid 
of them but doesn’t dare open 
the dike of immigration, more 
than the merest crack.

Legislature Distorts 
Meaning Of Democracy

'“California,, I love you with all your faults!’

SACRAMENTO (CNS) - It 
might be profitable to consult 
your dictionary once and awhile 
to get some indication as to 
whether the passage of the 
years has b o u g h t m a j o r 
changes to the meaning of cer­ 
tain words in. every-day usage. 
"Democracy — The political 
system in which government is 
directly exercised or controlled 
by the people, collectively.” 
This is the definition in the 
Funk & Wagnalls published in 
1913, or 58 years ago, which I 
happen to own as an, heirloom 
handed down by my grandfath-. 
er. 
The definition in the modern 
Webster’s dictionary 
is not 
much different: 
“Democracy — Government 
by the people; a form of gov­ 
ernment in which the supreme 
power is lodged in the hands of 
the people collectively.” 
It can, therefore, be seen 
readily that the meaning of 
cemocraey has not changed in 
substance in the past half cen­ 
tury, even if the California Leg- 
i s l a t u r e has changed it in 
practice by denying some of the 
people the right to a forum. 
On the flimsy excuse that dis­ 
cussion of the crucial subject of 
welfare would provide Gov. 
Ronald Reagan with the back­ 
drop for a political show, the 
Democrats,. ruling legislature 


party, refused to allow the chief 
executive of the state the privi­ 
lege of addressing a joint ses­ 
sion 
of 
the 
legislature 
on 
welfare reform. 
As a result, the governor 
sought and obtained access to 
the people that, elected him to 
high office through the medium 
of a speech to a private club in 
Los A n g e l e s , 
which was 
brought to the people by the 
communications media. 
Thus, nothing was lost by the 
legislature’s picayunish harass­ 
ment of the governor as far as 
getting information to the peo­ 
ple is concerned, but on the 
other hand, much was lost in 
the integrity of the legislature 
and its responsibility to the peo­ 
ple in the maintenance of a 
democratic government, by the 
people collectively. 
One excuse used for denying 
the g o v e r n o r the right of 
expression was that the welfare 
reform bills were not before the 
legislature, and therefore, 'dis­ 
cussion was not in order. 
It might be pointed out that 
the subject of welfare is proba­ 
bly the number one subject be­ 
fore the people at present, and 
whether specific bills are before 
the legislature or not makes no 
difference in attempt to solve 
the problem now threatening to 
send California into a state of 
bankruptcy.

Novato Hospital Gets Good 
Marks For Friendly Service 


Recently I spent some time in 
Novato General Hospital. This 
was my s e c o n d stay in the 
same hospital in the past 10 
years. The changes were quite 
noticeable. 
In the intervening years, the 
hospital has about doubled in 
n u m b e r of beds. It has also 
added such things as an inten­ 
sive care unit, more operating 
and X-ray facilities, and a new 
emergency room. 
This is all very good because 
it is the only h o s p i t a l so 
equipped in North Marin. 
There is a difference in hospi­ 
tals. Marin General is tax-sup­ 
ported. Kaiser Foundation Hos­ 
pital is supported by the Kaiser 
Health Plan. Novato General 
Hospital is completely private. 
MILTON SCOTT, the hospi­ 
tal’s manager, said, "If we 
don’t serve the community and 
get the business, we don’t ex­ 
ist.” 
In the years between my two 
visits, some of the help had 
changed, of course. But there 
were many f a m i l i a r faces 
there. 
The aim of the nurses, nurses 
aides and volunteers is to make 
a person’s stay as comfortable 
and friendly as possible. They 
all take a personal interest in 
the patients. I am not familiar 
with too many other hospitals, 
but Novato’s is the most friend­ 
ly that I have been in. 
I am not alone in this view­ 


point. After I was out of the 
hospital, I was talking with a 
San Anselmo woman who had 
been rushed to Novato General 
Hospital in an emergency. 
“I d i d n ’ t know that there 
were that many nurses in No­ 
vato,” she said describing her 
first impression of the hospital. 
She went on to say that it was 
the friendliest and most effi­ 
cient hospital she had ever been 
in. 
“Whenever I wanted or need­ 
ed anything, the nurses were 
right there with scarcely any 
waiting,” she said. 
IT MAY BE DUE partly to 
my advancing age, but it did 
seem that the nurses were pret­ 
tier this time than last. Even 
those who had been there when 
I was there before, seemed 
younger. The new nurses I 
'know were picked from beauty 
contestants. 
Scott should be a Hollywood 
casting director, and not a hos­ 
pital manager. 
Laying the jokes aside, it is 
good to go to a hospital when 
one needs it, and it is equally 
as good to leave it when one no 
longer needs it. I can heartily 
recommend 
Novato 
General 
Hospital because the employees 
there seem to try a little har- 
d e r . They not only want to 
make the patient feel better, 
but want to make the only hos­ 
pital in North. Marin a going 
concern. 
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THE PEOPLE'S SCHOOLS 
School Costs Inflated 
By Arson, Vandalism

Insurance premiums for Cali­ 
fornia school districts last year 
were almost double those of 
five years earlier, yet the insur­ 
ance they got did not c o v e r 
many smaller losses that were 
covered in 1965 policies. 
This year, the school districts 
are paying still more for insur­ 
ance, and getting a great deal 
less coverage. 
U n t i l this year, San Diego 
Unified 
School 
District 
had 
complete, 
no-deductible 
fire 
and property damage coverage. 
But for this year its insurers 
would write only a policy with 
$50.000 
deductible. 
In 
other 
words, any fire or other dam­ 
age below $50.000 must be paid 
for by the taxpayers. 
In 
San 
Francisco 
Unified 
School District, the deductible 
has risen from $1,000 in 1967 to 
$100,000 for this year. In Pasa­ 
dena Unified. School District, it 
went from $'1,000 last year to 
$100,000 this year. Similar in­ 
creases have hit most of the big 
districts, and less-sensational 
but still very large ones have 
hit smaller California districts. 
And the premiums have been 
increased at the same time cov­ 
erage has been decreased. 


THE: REASONS: arson, van­ 
dalism, burglary. 
Gordon Trigg, administrative 
consultant to the Los Angeles 
Unified School District, told a 
state Senate education sub-com­ 
mittee last December that his 
district lost $2.1 million to these 
causes last school year. This, 
he s a i d , was in spite of an 
increase from 15 to 104 in its 
security staff and installation of 
more burglar alarms. 
Figures collected by Warren, 
McVeigh and Associates, risk 
management consultants, for a 
report just submitted to the leg­ 
islature’s 
budget 
committee 
showed that California school 
districts had physical losses (in­ 
sured and uninsured) of $5,858,- 
000 in the 1965-66 school year, 
and of $10,908,000 in the 1969-70 
school year. In the same per­ 
iod, their insurance premiums 
went up from $5,711,000 to $10,- 
833,000 — and more of the loss­ 
es became uninsurable. 
During this five-year period, 
fire losses approximately dou­ 
bled, as did window breakage 
and other vandalism, according 
to the firm's figures. Theft loss­ 
es nearly tripled. But 'wind loss­ 
es — insurable but caused by 
•^nature rather than man — in­ 
creased less than 40 per cent, 
or about equal to the inflation 
in replacement costs. 
WARREN, 
McVEIGH 
and 
Associates proposed that the 
state set up its own insurance 
pool to insure the schools, re­ 
quiring full coverage — which 
the insurance companies now 
” refuse — as a way to force the 
districts into it. Experience in 
other s t a t e s has shown this 
would reduce the cost to the 
school districts (i.e., their tax­ 
payers), the consultant firm 
said. 


It would not, however, reduce 
the damage. 
Various 
explanations 
have j 
been, put forward for the alarm­ 
ing increase in thefts, arson 
and vandalism at the schools. 
They range from blaming the 
whole thing on the Vietnam 
War, with the rationale that 
violence there breeds violence 
here, to blaming it all on weak- 
spined 
school 
administrators 
(the Los Angeles schools ex- 
p e 11 e d only 59 of their more 
than 400.000' students in the 
1969-70 school year, that same 
Senate subcommittee was told). 
ONE WAY to reduce vandal­ 
ism was discovered more-or- 
less accidentally at Banneker 
School in Gary, Ind., after its 
operation was taken over on a 
performance contract by Be­ 
havioral Research Laboratories 
of Palo Alto. 
BRL dismissed about, a third, 
of the teachers, but brought in 
more than that many parents 
from 
the 
neighborhood 
as 
“learning supervisors” to assist 
the certificated personnel. 
An immediate fringe 'benefit, 
according 
to 
Allen 
Calvin, 
chairman of the board of BRL, 
was a dramatic drop in vandal­ 
ism. His explanation was sim­ 
ple: 
“ A kid isn’t going to throw a 
rock through a window of the 
s c h o o l where his mother 
works.” 
The $5 million increase ir 
California school districts’ an' 
nual insurance costs that has 
come a b o u t in the last five 
years, plus the additional mil­ 
lions spent because of damage 
that no longer is insurable, 
would pay a lot of “learning 
supervisors.”

NEW YORK (UPI) -Charlie 
Finley is making his presence 
felt in hockey. 


You can tell by the pained 
expression on the faces of the 
sport’s traditionalists. 
Finley has set the world of 
major league baseball agog 
ever since he assumed owner­ 
ship of the Kansas City A s in 
1961. Baseball purists watched 
with dismay a long parade of 
Finley’s promotional gimmicks: 
sheep, their wool dyed various 
'Colors, 
grazing in 
a mini- 
pasture beyond the right field 
wall; the infamous 
Pennant, 
Porch in right field, an idea 
prompted by Finley’s assertion 
that a short right field had 
helped the New York Yankees 
win all those pennants; Charlie 
0., the mule adopted as team 
mascot; and the gaudy gold 
and green team uniforms of the 
A’s, 
complete 
with 
white 
leather spikes. 
It wasn’t long after Finley 
moved the A’s to Oakland in 
1968 that he decided to dabble 
in hockey. He purchased the 
Oakland Seals of the National 
Hockey League .in May of 1969 
for $4.5 million and promised 
'the club would soon be an 
“artistic and commercial suc­ 
cess.” 
To assure that end, Finley 
was soon up to his old tricks. 
The club adopted the now- 
familiar Kelly green and gold 
uniforms, skates made from 
albino kangaroos, live seals as 
mascots and a new name: 'The 
California Golden Seals. 
“There’0 
be 
a 
lot 
of 
entertainment between per­ 
iods,” Finley promised. 
But that’s part of the trouble 
that the team finds itself in. 
Seals’ games have been noted 
more 
for the entertainment 
between periods than for action 


during them. So far, the Seals 
have been an 
artistic and 
commercial 
bust. 
They're 
mired in the West Division 
cellar, having won only 17 of 67 
games. 
"Attendance in Oakland is 
certainly not sufficient to 
sustain a club there,” said 
Clarence Campbell, NHL pres­ 
ident, at Tuesday's meeting of 
club 
owners 
and 
general 
managers who gathered prior 
to the Lester Patrick Memorial 
dinner Tuesday night. 
“Finley has 
'the 
best 
of 
intentions, but he just is not 
'knowledgeable enough in hock­ 
ey as he is in baseball,” Camp­ 
bell said. 
The controversial owner of 
the Seals is reportedly scouting 
the San Francisco area with an 
eye to relocating the Seals. 
Campbell dismissed the possibi­ 
lity, however, saying that 
Finley had signed a long-term 
lease in Oakland. 
“Besides, San Francisco is as 
tight as New York as far as 
new franchises working their 
way in,” Campbell added.

Boating Facts 
For Fishermen 


JACK HANLEY 


Cactus League 
Like Mr. Gallagher 


Surveys taken at the New York and several 
other boat shows this year indicate that fishing is 
still a very powerful reason for buying a boat. 
It’s not the prime reason any more, but it’s big 
enough for all the boat and motor manufacturers 
to make many models pitched entirely to the 
angler. 
This year t h e r e are at 
least hall a dozen aluminum 
m o d e l s light enough (well 
under 100 pounds) for one 
m an to put up on top of his 
car, and at ieast twice as 
m any trailer models, big 
.and roomy, yet still easily 
wrestled into and out of the 
water by one man without 
danger of a heart attack. 
All these anglers’ boats 
are 
sturdy, 
well-braced 
craft with a minimum of 
thwarts, 
stiffeners 
and 
braces inside, painted with 
a non-slip interior paint so 
that in the exictem ent of 
landing a fish the angler 
w o n ’ t slip and fall over­ 
board. 
Some of the outboard mo­ 
tors are so light (under 35 
pounds) that even your wife 
can juggle them into and 
out of the car trunk along 
with the picnic lunch. 
Now what makes a good 
fishing boat for the relative­ 
ly quiet lakes and coastal 
waters we mentioned? 
No m atter how you ex ­ 
plain it, it boils down to one 
thing . . . stability. Fishing 
is an exciting business . . . 
when you land a big fish . . . 
.and in the excitem ent a tip­ 
py, unstable boat may be 
fatal. 
To get stability a boat 
must have B E A M , that 
means width. Beam gives 
. an angler a better chance to 
move around in it without 
tipping over. It’s important 
because despite all the hys­ 
terical publicity given in the 
past few years to our reck­ 
less youth . . . the w ater 
cowboys . . . it’s still the 
sane, m ature angler, just 
out for a quiet day’s fishing 
who s h o w s up most fre­ 
quently in the boating fatali­ 
ty statistics. 
That there are many an­ 
gles to angling, and a lot of 
fishermen 
are 
plagued 
by 
doubts, is shown by some of 
~tbese q u e s t i o n s I’ve been 
asked; 


PHOENIX — Cactus League baseball fans like 
Alan Gallagher as much as Candlestick Park fans 
do. Last spring Cactus League fans got only 
occasional glimpses of Gallagher who was a 
rookie then and rarely appeared in starting li­ 
neups. 


Q. I have a 16-foot alumin­ 
um canoe, very light, also a 
boat a little heavier. Which 
do you recommend for fish­ 
ing? 
A I hate to knock canoes, I 
was brought up with them. But 
unless he’s been to camp as a 
boy and learned to handle a 
canoe, I would say the modem 
day city slicker does better 
with a boat, and the beamier 
the better. 


Q. My 9-foot boat doesn't 
steer well when I’m fishing. 
It’s because I have to sit at 
the hack which puts the bow 
up in the air. What can 1 do? 
A You could put a wheel on 
a pedestal with remote controls 
up forward, this will let you sit 
amidship so that the boat is 
trimmed properly. A gadget is 
also available which is a sort of 
extension of the steering han­ 
dle. This lets you sit amidship 
and still control the motor. 


Q. Why is a s m a 11 motor 
better for trolling? 
A See answer above. The 
outboard is most efficient at a 
fairly large throttle opening, so 
if you do a lot of trolling, try to 
get the smallest motor possible 
which will still have enough 
power to push the boat. 


Q. I fish in a very weedy 
lake in New York state. Is 
t h e r e any way to stop the 
prop from getting tangled up 
in weeds? 
A Some 
m o t o r s 
a r e 
equipped with “weed-cutter” 
propellers. I’ve tried them, they 
really work. You might trade in 
your present motor for one of 
them. 


Q. Do weeds hurt an out­ 
board motor when trolling? 
A. If they throw the prop out 
of balance and cause it to vi­ 
brate, they are harmful. Re­ 
verse and throw them off . 


Q. Can I rent a boat and 
put on my own motor? I hate 
to carry a boat on top of the 
car. 
A If they rent boats where 
you are going to fish, this is a 
good idea. I’ve never run into a 
boat rental livery that wouldn't 
let you put a motor on one of 
their boats as long as motors 
were permitted in the area. 
There’s just one thing. Take 
along a lifejacket for each per­ 
son. Once you put a motor on a 
rowboat, 'the law says you have 
to carry lifejackets. Many an­ 
glers forget. 


Q. Which outboard scares 
the fish the least? 
A The outboard motor man­ 
ufacturers have been saying for 
years that a gently running mo­ 
tor attracts fish. Skeptic that I 
was, I didn’t believe this until 
one day I was scuba diving and 
saw it with my own eyes.

This spring Gallagher is 
the regular third base start­ 
er for the Giants, not a late 
inning substitute for Jim 
Ray Hart or Tito Fuentes. 
Y e s , a year ago Fuentes 
played numerous exhibition 
gam es at t h i r d . In fact, 
Fuentes was listed at third 
for the 1970 season opener in 
Candlestick 
until 
Horace 
Stoneham got a peek at the 
lineup. 
STONEHAM 
suggested 
to 
Clyde King, then manager of 
the ball club, that toe lineup 
would look better with Fuentes 
at second base in place of Ron 
Hunt, since traded away, and 
Gallagher at third. A sugges­ 
tion from a club president is a 
diplomatic way of issuing an 
order. King got toe idea. 
So Gallagher started at third, 
much to his surprise after play­ 
ing the u n d e r s t u d y role 
throughout the Cactus League 
exhibitioners. The fact that he 


was a native of San Francisco, 
the first to play for the Giants 
since they moved west in 1958, 
was a favorable factor in his 
behalf. After all, the Giants 
needed a hometown favorite to 
help at toe box office. 


STONEHAM KNEW what he 
was doing. Stoneham has been 
in toe entertainment business a 
long time. But he also knew 
that Gallagher would have to 
provide his own brand of glove 
and bat entertainment. 
Gal­ 
lagher did. 


The young man out of Santa 
Cruz University by way of Mis­ 
sion High in San Francisco im- 
m e d i a t e l y 
captured 
the 
admiration of Candlestick fans 
by diving to his left and diving 
to .his right for ground balls. At 
bat, Gallagher was sensational, 
hitting .500 (15-for-30) in his first 
seven major league games. 
OF 
COURSE, 
Gallagher 
knew that major league pitch­ 


ers wouldn’t permit such shen­ 
anigans to continue. It wasn’t 
long before the pitchers had a 
book on Gallagher and put him 
in an 0-for-26 slump. But he did 
all right at bat over the season, 
winding up with .266. 
There were other slumps aft­ 
er the initial O-for-26 one and 
during 
each dip, 
Gallagher 
would crack: “My glove will 
carry me.’’ He is an irrepressi­ 
ble optimist. Even when Hart 
was recalled from Phoenix and 
replaced Gallagher at third in 
midseason, Gallagher still bub­ 
bled on the bench. He knew that 
he would get a late inning call 
for defensive duty at third. 
NOW GALLAGHER has the 
third base job ail to himself. 
Steve H u n t z , the fellow the 
Giants got during the winter 
from the Padres for Don Ma­ 
son, is Gallagher’s late inning 
sub in this spring’s exhibition­ 
ers. 
There’s no 
competition 
from Hart whose winter should­ 
er operation will keep him out 
of action until at least May 15.. 
So Gallagher started the 1971 
Cactus League in toe same way 
he started the 1970 National 
League season. He went 2-for-2 
in. the Cactus League opener, 
plus a pair of walks. He raced 
to first on the walks.

Company has compiled an im­ 
pressive growth record over the 
past three years. And amidst 
the overly depressed condition 
of the aerospace industry in 
1970, the firm turned in a re­ 
cord year, 
RR completed fiscal 1970 with 
a 54 per cent gain in revenues 
to $10.9 million and a 65 per 
cent rise in net income to $397,- 
000 or 27 cents a share. While 
the company has made good 
progress thus far, it is still 
comparatively small and evolv­ 
ing. However, highly specula­ 
tive shares may be held for 
their long-puli investment mer­ 
it. 
Q. 1 own shares of Roosevelt 


Raceway and have been told by 
friends., who also own 'the stock, 
that Madison Square Garden 
plans to take over Roosevelt. 
What s h o u I d I do? Am now 
interested in income.

A. In September, an agreement 
in principle was announced to 
combine Roosevelt Raceway with 
M a d i s o n Square Garden and 
Transnation Development Corp.

The transaction was contingent 
upon the merged companies ac­ 
quiring another 16.1 per cent of 
Roosevelt’s shares, which were 
recently accomplished.

Under the proposed plan, each 
Roosevelt share would be ex­ 
changed for about 12.5 shares of 
MSG, or at least $48 in market 
value. Regardless of the outcome 
of this situation, I advise that you 
sell your holdings in Roosevelt, 
since income is your primary ob­ 
jective. At current quotes, Roos­ 
evelt returns only 1.4 per cent.

Various Ways to Deduct Expense 
O f Traveling As Part O f Work 


Traveling expenses in connection with your 
employment can be deducted from your in­ 
come in arriving at your adjusted gross in­ 
come, This means that you can also 'use the 
standard deduction or itemize your deduc­ 
tions, whichever is better for you. 
G'ur-of-Town Expenses — The law provides 
special deductions for the expenses of travel 
while away from home in connection with 
your' employer’s business. Traveling “ away 
from home” means going away from the city 
or town where you normally 
--------- 
work and remaining away at 
least overnight. “ Travel expen­ 
ses” means the cost of tran­ 
sportation fares, meals .and 
lodging, and includes porters’ 
tips, hire of public stenogra­ 
phers, baggage charges and 
sim ilar expenses necessary to 
travel.

Other Transportation Expen­ 
ses — Even though you do not 
travel away from home, you 
may deduct transportation ex­ 
penses paid in connection with 
the performance of services for 
your employer. Transportation 
expenses include payments for 
actual travel or, if you use your 
own car, the business portion of 
the cost of operation, including 
fuel, repairs and depreciation. 
Expenses of Outside .Sales­ 
men — The law allows “ Out­ 
side Salesmen” to deduct all 
their ordinary and necessary 
business expenses. This applies 
only to full time salesmen who 
are engaged in soliciting busi­ 
ness for their employers away 
from their employer’s place of 
business. 'The term does, not 
include one whose principal ac­ 
tivities consist of service and 
delivery such as a milk-driver 
salesman. 
Any reimbursement of these 
expenses must be included in 
your income. 
• An employee who gets a fixed 


per diem for travel and enter­ 
tainment and gift expenses isn’t 
required to account in detail for 
the outlays unless the per diem 
exceeds the higher of $25 or 
125% of the per diem the gov­ 
ernment allows its employees. 


Recently the government per 
diem was changed raising the 
per diem allowance to $25 from 
$16. The old government allow­ 
ance was $16 per diem and so 
we were allowed 125% of that 
amount, which did not equal $25 
so we were allowed the $25. 
There is a new rule raising 
the federal figure to $25 from 
$16, 125% of $25 is $31.25 so our 
rate has been increased to 
$31.25 per day . 
If your employer reimburses 
you for the use of your car in 
any amount up to 15c per mile, 
you will be considered to have 
accounted for the expense. 
If your automobile expense 
reimbursement is less than 12c 
per mile for the first 15,000 
miles and 9c per mile thereaf­ 
ter, you w ill want to include the 
reimbursement in your income 
and take a deduction at the new 
standard rates. The standard 
rate for use of your automobile 
has been increased from 10= 
per mile for the first 15,000 
miles and 7c a mile thereafter 
to 12c a mile for the first 15,000 
- miles and 9c a mile thereafter. *

WASHINGTON (UPI) -F o r­ 
mer Brig. Gen. Earl F. Cole 
denounced today as “unproved, 
untrue and slanderous” sworn 
charges that he allowed corrup­ 
tion at servicemen’s clubs and 
post 
exchanges 
during 
his 
Army career. 
Cole, who was reduced to 
colonel prior to his retirement 
last summer, protested that 
accusations 
against 
him 
at 
Senate Investigations Subcom­ 
mittee hearings destroyed his 
career. He threatened to go to 
the Supreme Court if necessary 
to clear his name. 
During the subcommittee’s 
hearings on alleged bribery and 
corruption in PX and club 
systems 
around 
the 
world, 
Cole’s activities while in charge 
of such operations in Vietnam, 
and later in Europe, have come 
under close scrutiny. 
Taking the witness stand in 
his- defense, 
Cole 
declared: 
“For the last 18 months, I have 
been the target of unprecedent­ 
ed, 
unproved, 
untrue 
and 
slanderous accusations which 
have destroyed my career and 
my very existence. 
“I welcome this opportunity 
to tell the whole story, the 
whole truth before what I hope 
and expect to be a fair forum, 
and to dispose once and for all 
of these sensationalist accusa­ 
tions made against me by a few 
discontented subordinates and 
other persons of questionable 
motives who intend to destroy 
not only me, but through me, 
the

Drugs For 
Learning 


Supported 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
government made public today 
a report by a panel of private 
specialists saying there was 
strong evidence that school 
children with certain “behavior 
disorders” improved in learning 
aptitude when given pep pills. 
The panel—including pediatri­ 
cians, psychiatrists, education 
specialists, mental health ex­ 
perts and others—also said they 
found no evidence to show that 
am phetam ine 
drugs, 
when 
properly administered to pupils, 
might lead to drug addicition in 
later life. 
The Independent-Journal is 
currently presenting a series of 
six articles by Arnold Arnold on 
the editorial page on drugs in 
the classroom. Today’s story 
can be found on page 20.) 
“When 
the 
medication 
is 
effective, the child can modu­ 
late and organize his activities 
in the direction he wishes,” the 
report said. 
“The stimulant does not slow 
down or suppress the hyper­ 
kinetic (overactive) child in the 
exercise of his initiative. Nor 
does it pep him up, make him 
feel high, over stimulated or 
out of touch with his environ­ 
ment.” 
The g r o u p said its studies 
indicated that children given 
amphetamines showed improve­ 
ment, from the standpoint of 
alertness, learning and social 
behavior. 
The report was released by 
the 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare, based 
on findings of a 15-member 
panel headed by Dr. Daniel X. 
Freedman, professor and chair­ 
man of the Department of 
Psychiatry at the University of 
Chicago. 
“Every member of the panel 
was 
carefully 
selected 
to 
represent a 
wide 
range 
of 
scientific interests,” said Dr. 
Edward F. Zigler, director of 
HEW’s Office of Child Develop- r 
ment. 
“The statement is the pro­ 
duct of some of the finest 
expertise in the country, and I 
am confident that it will clarify 
issues which have been of 
concern to the public.” 
Hyperkinetic disturbance is 
said to affect about three in 
every 100 grade school children 
and is characterized among 
other things by poor attention 
in class, disordered behavior 
and 
intense 
physical 
and 
mental overactivity. 
The panel said very little is 
known about the causes of such 
disorders.

Budget Of 
$253,850 


A $253,850 preliminary oper­ 
ating budget for 1971-72 has 
been presented to the Bolinas- 
Stinson School District board 
for study. 


Supt. Lester M. Homing, who 
presented the spending pro­ 
gram Monday, said it will not 
increase the district’s current 
total tax rate of $2.25 per $100 
of assessed valuation. 


The budget, down slightly 
from this year’s $266,990 budg­ 
et, includes expenditures of 
$126,870 for instruction, $14,850 
for administration, $12,500 for 
transportation, $15,200 for plant 
operation, 
$9,250 
for 
plant 
maintenance, $26,394 in fixed 
charges, $9,636 for capital out­ 
lay and $38,000 in undistributed 
reserves.

The program, outlined in a 
message to Congress, would 
combine 11 present agriculture 
grant and development pro­ 
grams worth $921 million with 
$179 million in additional funds. 
The money would go in block 
grants to all 50 states, Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands and 
Guam for distribution to rural 
counties 
with

population 
density of less than 100 persons 
per square mile. There are 
more than 2,800 such counties.- 


The $1.1 billion would be 
parceled out according to a 
formula based on a stated rural 
population, rural income com­ 
pared to the per capita national 
average 
income, 
and 
the 
relative migration of state’s 
rural population to urban areas. 


Nixon also pointed out that 
rural areas would receive a 
share of $5 billion in general 
revenue 
sharing 
funds 
he 
already has proposed. These 
funds would be distributed to 
states on a no-strings-attached 
basis. 


The program outlined today 
was one of six special revenue 
sharing programs Nixon out­ 
lined in his State of the Union 
message in January. The funds 
must be earmarked to general 
purposes such as rural develop­ 
ment, but the states make the 
decisions on specific programs. 


The existing farm programs 
the President proposed to 
consolidate are Title 5 regional 
commissions, $38 million; the1 
Appalachian Regional Commis­ 
sion, $278 million; the Econom­

this to turn to new isolationism 
or a lessening of the national 
defense. 
“We must not forget our 
alliances or our interests,” he 
said. “Other nations must know 
that the United States has both 
the capability and the will to 
defend these allies and protect 
these interests.... 
“If I lived in another country 
that wanted to be sure and 
retain 
its 
right 
to 
self- 
determination, I would say: 
‘Thank God that the United 
States exists at this moment of 
history.’ 
“We are not bent on conquest 
or on threatening others. But 
we do have a nuclear umbrella 
that can protect others, above 
all the states to which we are 
allied or in which we have 
great national interest.” 
Nixon stressed the need for 
continued negotiations with the 
Communist world. 
“For 
obviously 
pragmatic 
reasons, therefore, we can see 
peace slowly shaping up,” he 
said. “First, as we are doing, 
we 
must 
end 
the 
war in 
Vietnam. We must continue our 
Soviet negotiations and open the 
door of cooperation to China.

Already the Soviets “are far 
superior to us in total strategic 
offensive megatons,” Moorer 
said. He said a reduction in the 
number of U.S. heavy bombers 
and a transition to smaller 
yield bombs had widened the 
gap in the past four years, but 
gave no numbers or totals.

“We will pay a very high

Pay Hike 


Is Asked 


Teachers last night asked the 
San Rafael Board of Education 
for a 6.6 per cent salary sched­ 
ule increase for 1971-72, and 
c h a n g e s in the steps of the 
schedule. 


“The 6.6 per cent maintains 
the buying power, but does not 
raise the buying power of the 
1970-71 salary schedule,” Ri­ 
chard Poppe, co-chairman of 
the San Rafael Teachers Asso­ 
ciation finance committee, told 
the board members. 
The board neither discussed 
nor took action on the request, 
referring it to Dist. Supt. John 
F. Plank for a negotiation pro­ 
cedure to be set up. 
On Jan. 26, P l a n k and 
Charles L. Condrotte, district 
business manager, presented a 
preview of the 1971-72 budget 
predicting $5,544,856 in spend­ 
ing for the elementary dis­ 
trict and $5,437,230 for the high 
school district. Condrotte said 
he had included an employee 
pay increase of 7 per cent and 
suggested step increases in the 
budgets, totalling $272,730 in the 
elementary district and $229,908 
in the high school district. 
Plank said last night he did 
not have figures immediately 
available on the dollar cost of 
the teachers’ request, and Con­ 
drotte was not present. 
The teachers asked that the 
present, 15-step salary schedule 
be compressed next year from 
a 22-year range to 15 years, 
bringing a teacher with a bach­ 
elor’s degree and 75 additional 
units of education to a maxi­ 
mum of $19,831 after 15 years. 
Under the 1970-71 schedule, a 
teacher with a bachelor’s de­ 
gree plus 60 units, or with a 
m aster’s degree, can reach the 
top only after 22 years. 
Adult education 
instructors 
s h o u 1 d get a raise from the 
present $8 per hour to $9 per 
hour effective June 1, and sub­ 
stitute teachers’ pay should be 
$32 per day for assignments of 
less than 10 days, and $34.50 
per day for longer assignments, 
the teachers urged. 
The association also called 
for fringe benefits, including 
group life insurance and group 
vision care. 
The teachers received a 6.8 
per cent salary raise last year.

slightly under $100 for $1,700 
worth of food.

from the food stamp program 
in that the only persons eligible 
are those vulnerable to malnu­ 
trition; specifically, pregnant 
women, infants, and children to 
age 6.

Supervisors Ask Curbs 
On Use Of Motorcycles 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors, disturbed over in­ 
discriminate use of motorcy­ 
cles, 
yesterday 
suggested 
banning their use except on 
streets and in specially desig­ 
nated areas in the unincorpor­ 
ated reaches of the county. 
The board asked County Ad­ 
ministrator Alan Bruce and 
County Counsel Douglas J. Ma­ 
loney to study a zoning ordi- 
n a n c e 
that 
would 
halt 
widespread use of the mach­ 
ines. 
Maloney said he was uncer­ 
tain such a measure would 
withstand a court test but add­ 
ed, “We would give it a try.” 
Maloney pointed out the coun­ 
ty already has an ordinance 
forbidding the use of motorcy­ 
cles on fire trails in the unin- 
c o r p o r a t e d area, but the 
supervisors agreed it had not 
solved the problem of the noisy 
machines. 
The board heard yesterday 
from a Santa Venetia man who 
complained that he and his 
neighbors were being disturbed 
by cycle-riding youths who ov­ 
errun Santa Venetia Island at 
the end of Meadow Drive. 
“Kids are swinging from the 
trees and motorcycles are run­ 
ning all over the p l a c e and 
chasing away the birds and 
wildlife,” 
said 
William 
S. 
Thompson of 57 Vendola Drive. 
A gate on a new bridge to the 
island is designed to keep tres­ 
passers off, but it has been 
pried open, said Thompson. 
The board said it would notify 
the owners of the island to see 
if the gate can be kept locked 
and also asked for a report on 


what steps can be taken to re­ 
duce trespassing. 
Motorcycle riding is a prob­ 
lem elsewhere in the county, 
especially in the area between 
Terra Linda and Sleepy Hollow, 
said Supervisor John F. Mclnn- 
is. Dune buggies as well as 
motorcycles are being driven 
up and down the hills, he re­ 
ported. 
“It’s 
a 
tremendous 
nuisance problem and the peo­ 
ple are simply desperate.” 
Supervisor Arnold M. Bap­ 
tiste suggested setting aside 
outlying areas for riding, thus, 
relieving pressure from popu­ 
lated areas of the county.

Houseboat 
Solution 


The dilapidated houseboats of 
Richardson 
Bay 
won’t 
be 
dumped in the lap of the Army 
Corps of Engineers after all, 
the Marin County Board of Su­ 
pervisors decided yesterday. 
Warned by the Army that 
creating a navigation hazard 
with arks, thus f o r c i n g the 
Army to dispose of them, would 
be illegal, the supervisors chose 
a different approach. 
Abated boats will be towed to 
the edge of the houseboat com­ 
munity, impounded for 48 hours 
while owners recover their be­ 
longings, then removed by a 
contractor. 
Richard L. Larson, Marin 
County’s marine inspector, said 
towing would cost $35 each; dis­ 
posal, $200 each. Anyone wish­ 
ing to reclaim an ark to remove 
it from Marin waters would 
have to pay all costs, Larson 
said. 
This alternate proposal was 
presented after Col. Charles R. 
Roberts, district engineer of the 
corps, warned that the disposal 
method endorsed by the board 
last week is illegal. 
Deputy County Counsel Jo­ 
seph E. Forest said that despite 
Roberts’s warning, he believed 
the action would be legal since 
the Army has the duty to clear 
navigable waters of hulks and 
wrecks 
Another Richardson Bay is­ 
sue — compliance with county 
codes by the houseboats on the 
property of Mimi Tellis — was 
also partially resolved by the 
supervisors. 


The supervisors agreed to al­ 
low her to post a $35,000 per­ 
formance bond on required 
improvements that remain. 


Biggest remaining problems 
are sewage connection, parking 
and timely completion of a par­ 
tially built pier, Frost said. He 
said these can not be done im­ 
mediately and urged the super- 
v i s o r s to let her post a 
performance bond, then pro­ 
ceed with the work.

Despite Arguments 


Despite the economic argu­ 
ments of an attorney, the San 
Anselmo City Council hopped 
aboard the ecology bandwagon 
last night. (Another San Ansel­ 
mo City Council story, page 1.) 


Attorney W allace S. Myers, 
representing San .Anselmo Gar­ 
bage Disposal, said “ Our know- 
l e d g e tells us you can’t do 
anything profitably, but bury 
(garbage).” 


Therefore, he said, any com­ 
pany that enters the recycling 
business 
will 
eventually 
go 
bankrupt, dumping the whole 
mess in the lap of government. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
council 
adopted almost completely an 
ecology action program 
sug- 
g e s t e d by Val Schaaf of 32 
Crest Road. 
The council made it city poli­ 
cy 
that 
wastes 
be 
recycled 
when means become available 
to do so and directed San Ansel­ 
mo Garbage Disposal to report 
back June 8 on ways it can help 
in recycling. 
The council also ordered that 
city departments begin recy­ 
cling their wastes and esta­ 
blished a committee to make 
recommendations on recycling. 
Schaaf was appointed as in­ 
terim 
head 
and 
Councilman 
Lewis W. Stewart as a mem­ 


ber. Other members are to be 
appointed March 23. 
Stewart had recycling placed 
on the agenda so Neill Smith of 
Whole Systems of Mill Valley 
could explain that firm 's recy­ 
cling program. 
Smith said the Mill Valley 
City Council Monday approved 
an 
agreement 
whereby 
the 
company charges homeowners 
$1 a month for collection of 
sorted recycleable m aterials. 
Smith said the group is trying 
to show that recycling is finan­ 
cially feasible. Myers claimed 
not only is it not feasible, but 
nobody will be interested in 
p a y i n g to have to sort their 
garbage. 
Councilman Kenneth L. .An­ 
derson also wondered whether 
housewives can be persuaded to 
squash cans, wash out bottles 
and stack newspapers, but six 
persons 
from 
the 
audience 
argued they can be. 
Mrs. Schaaf pointed out that 
housewives were asked to do 
the same thing during World 
W ar II and responded to the 
challenge. 
Stewart 
agreed. 
“ It 
really 
gets to be a religion,” he said. 
“I almost feel compelled to buy 
a six-pack of Coors beer so I 
can squash the a l u m i n u m 
cans.”

Lt. Col. Robert E. Fromm, 
chief of the base services divi­ 
sion, countered that the refusal 
of second helpings had been 


limited to meat only, and was 
due to the dining hall expenses 
going $600 a month over the 
allotment of $1.40 per day per 
airman dining there. 
On Monday, base officials re­ 
ported 
“unidentified 
indivi­ 
duals” urged airmen to boycott 
the dining hall and distributed 
fliers charging that food ‘ ‘di­ 
sappears out the back door of 
the chow hall while we’re re­ 
fused second helpings.” 
Fromm explained that food, 
indeed, did “go out the back 
door,” but only under a rigid 
accounting and repayment pro­ 


cedure, to three other meal pro­ 
grams at Hamilton. 
The dining hall served 151 
meals at noon Monday; normal 
patronage is about 300 airmen, 
the base said.

Orange prices to growers had 
di pped to 67 cents a box in 
mid-January but revived to 
$1.12 in mid-February, com­ 
pared with $1.41 a year ago.

“ Blarney Blast” dinner dance 
in the school’s auditorium. 
“There’s nothing like Irish 
butter, the mushroom that pop 
up at dawn to be picked and the 
spring lam b,” recalls Mrs. Pa­ 
trick Roche, who spoke Gaelic 
at home in Ireland because her 
father, Ireland’s Collector of 
Customs, wished to revive the 
almost extinct language. 
An internationally-known ac­ 
tress, Mrs. Jack Aranson re­ 
calls, “Irish bread is the best I 
have ever tasted anywhere.” 
Mary Rose McMaster Aranson 
toured the world as a child with 
her father’s Shakespearean act­ 
ing company. 
“ During World War II we 
toured only in I r e l a n d and 
that’s why I know every vil­ 
lage.” 
The two say that serving good 
piping hot is a problem in that 
cold country, where the kitchen 
is usually far away from the 
dining room.

VOLUNTEER EFFORT 
Permanent Homes For Teen-Agers 


However, those working per­ 
sonally with the girls will pick 
up a teen-ager who needs a ride 
to the doctor or take a new 
resident of the group home out 
shopping to pick out a war­ 
drobe.

Youngsters living in three 
group homes in Larkspur and 
Kentfield are given a better 
chance to succeed in the adult 
community because of a group 
of volunteers devoted to helping 
them. 
Marin Foundation, Friends of 
Arequipa, began the program 
in 1964 when a group home for 
six teen-age girls was provided 
in San Rafael. Working with the 
county welfare and probation 
departments, 
the 
foundation 
has now expanded to two group 
homes that can house six girls 
each in Larkspur and a home 


for six boys in Kentfield sup­ 
ported by Marin County. 
Residents of the homes, aged 
13 through 18, must be old en­ 
ough to register as high school 
freshmen to be eligible for re- 
f e r r a l by the courts to the 
group homes. The foundation 
provides a permanent home 
through high school years for 
adolescents whose age, experi­ 
ence and problems make it im­ 
possible for them to stay in 
their own home or to use a 
foster home placement success­ 
fully. 
It is only appropriate howev­ 
er, for adolescents who are 


emotionally and socially able to 
use the support of the profes­ 
sional staff to live in the com­ 
munity and to attend the local 
public high school full time. 
The young residents attend 
R e d w o o d High School, and 
three of the residents attend 
San Andreas High School, an 
opportunity school, which is not 
as regimented as a regular 
high s c h o o 1 but offers a full 
curriculum. 
THERE IS a professional di­ 
rector for each group home, 
and two house-pa rents are un­ 
der 
their 
supervision. 
The 
professional 
staff 
helps 
to 


choose, train and supervise vol­ 
unteers who are in contact or 
working directly with the young 
residents. 
The volunteers not only have 
p e r s o n a l contact with the 
youngsters, a program started 
by Mrs. William Witt when they 
reorganized the volunteer pro­ 
gram, but they also help subsi­ 
dize the rental program and 
furnish material things such as 
furniture at the group homes. 
Volunteers are an intrinsic 
part of the total program at the 
group homes, Mrs. Anna Marie 
Long Gurich, executive director 
of the group homes, said. The 


volunteers come in and out of 
the group home on various du­ 
ties and activities, and the 
young people welcome their in­ 
terest and understanding as 
soon as they have had some 
experience with them. 


ONE Y O U N G S T E R re­ 
marked to a new volunteer who 
was driving her to an appoint­ 
ment, “They told me to be nice 
to you as this was your first 
time.” 
A youngster who is a new 
resident in the home may also 
“test” the adult volunteer by 
trying to shock her with foul 
language or tell her of a per­ 
sonal experience, real or imagi­ 
nary. 
All the volunteers do not have 
personal contact with the young 
people, but they work in other 
capacities, Mrs. James Meen- 
aghan, chairman of the volun­ 
teers, said.

As an 
example, one girl who is now 
married and living in Oregon 
often 
corresponds 
with 
the 
home, she said. 


WHEN DRIVING youngsters 
to appointments the volunteers 
get to know and form relation­ 
ships with the youngsters that 
sometimes lead to the volunteer 
assuming the role of sponsor as 
they reach their senior year in 
’high school and need more indi­ 
vidual attention in planning for 
graduation and future work. 
The group homes in Larkspur 
are in an apartment complex 
leased by the foundation. In a 
lovely s e t t i n g of trees, the 
homes are furnished with furni­ 
ture that the volunteers have 
provided. 
The boys home, a private re­ 
sidence, is also well furnished, 
even to the extent of having a 
pool table. 


The volunteer women from 
the nine foundation units have 
birthday parties for the youngs­ 
ters as well as parties on the 
holidays. Some of the teen-

The Marin Foundation under­ 
writes $10,000 for the support of 
the homes. To raise this money, 
the various chapters have indi­ 
vidual fund-raising events and 
an all-unit function will be held 
later this month.

CampSafety Laws Are Needed 


By HELEN BOTTEL 


By ARTHUR E. ROWSE 
WASHINGTON — Like many other parents, 
Mitch Kurman of Westport, Conn., assumed 
that the camp he chose for his son would 
observe simple safety rules and take proper 
precautions for the youngsters there. 
He chose a camp in upstate New York 
which specialized in canoe trips into New 
England and Canada. A few weeks after the 
start of camp, he got word that his son had 
drowned in a canoe accident in Maine. 
At first, he assumed that it had been mere­ 
ly a matter of fate that can fall 
anywhere regardless of what 
precautions are taken. Then he 
decided to look further. 
His 
investigation disclosed 
that the accident had happened 
on one of the wildest stretches 
of the Penobscot River and that 
the young counselor in charge 
had had a previous narrow es­ 
cape on the same river. In ad­ 
dition, the counselor had been 
warned by a Forest Ranger not 
to 
challenge the Penobscot 
again without special safety 
equipment such as ropes and 
life preservers. The counselor 
had ignored these warnings. 
SINCE THEN, Kurman has 
become a crusader for greater 


camp safety. And he has inter­ 
ested Senator Abe Ribicoff (D- 
Conn.) in introducing a bill 
which would establish a joint 
federal-state camp safety pro­ 
gram. It would grant a certifi­ 
cate to camps that meet certain 
standards. 
At present, there are no uni­ 
form standards, and state laws 
vary 
considerably. Nineteen 
states have no regulations gov­ 
erning any aspect of summer 
camps, and 46 states have no 
regulation governing the condi­ 
tion of vehicles or qualifications 
of drivers of camp vehicles. 
That does not mean there are 
no standards or that most 


Milk Taster Learns The 
Hard Way Not To Swallow 


MEMPHIS, 
Tenn. 
Ever take a sip of milk and 
think to yourself, “that tastes 
funny?” 
A lot of people have, and to 
reduce their number there are 
professional milk-tasters em­ 
ployed to weed out bad-tasting 
milk. 
One such is Bill Randle of 
Starkville, Miss, a student at 
Mississippi 
State 
University 
and still a novice taster getting 
his practical experience at a 
local dairy. 
ACCORDING TO Randle, the 
biggest task is to make sure 
that only the taste and not the 
substance is added to the tas­ 
ter’s diet. In other words, don’t 
swallow. 
“After all, you don’t know 
what you’re drinking,” said 
Randle. “That’s why you test it 
in the first place and why it’s 
best not to swallow. 
“One day I grabbed the first 
two or three bottles off the line, 
took a big swallow and, well, 
swallowed. It was full of chlor­ 
ine that hadn’t been flushed out 
of the lines.” I learned my les- 
sion,” he said. 
Bill Lloyd, head of quality 
control at the plant where Ran-

(UPD— die is training, said Randle, the 
son of a Mississippi dairy farm­ 
er, is “pretty good.” 
“The most important thing 
Bill will learn here is how to 
taste,” said Lloyd. 
HE EXPLAINED that the 
milk should be taken into the 
mouth, rolled around the tongue 
so that it touches all the taste 
buds — particularly those at 
the back that detect bitterness 
— and spit out. 
He said the taster searches 
for the presence of wild onion 
and bitterweeds which include 
ragweed, 
horseweed, sneeze- 
weed and bitter rubberweed. 
“There’s a slight difference 
in taste from season to season 
that we n o t i c e here but the 
customer never tastes,” said 
L l o y d . “It gets to the point 
where you can tell what a cow’s 
e a t e n on the day she was 
milked.” 
While he talked, he picked up 
. an unlabeled sample bottle and 
handed it to Randle. 
“Ooh, that’s awful,” Randle 
said, spitting the substance in a 
nearby sink. Lloyd explained 
that it was a quinine mixture, 
designed solely to test the tas­ 
ter. 


camps are not as safe as they 
can be. Efforts to improve safe­ 
ty h a v e been made by the 
American Camping Associa­ 
t i o n , which has some 3,400 
m e m b e r camps, and other 
groups such as scouting and 
church groups. 
But there is no way for these 
groups to enforce voluntary 
standards. When the ACA surv­ 
eyed some member camps in 
1967, it found that one out of 
every eight failed to meet basic 
minimums. 


THE ONLY comprehensive 
s u r v e y of camp safety was 
completed 42 years ago. It con­ 
cluded that 65 percent of all 
camp accidents could have 
been prevented by better super­ 
vision or higher standards of 
camp maintenance and admin­ 
istration. 
Only one-quarter of the acci­ 
dents were attributed to the 
camper’s own negligence, and 
half of these could have been 
prevented with better supervi­ 
sion of activities, according to 
the report. Many injuries were 
due to faulty structures, dan­ 
gerous 
pathways 
and 
poor 
camp location. 
It is not possible, of course, to 
make anything completely safe, 
especially anything like a sum­ 
mer camp for carefree youngs­ 
ters. Most camps probably take 
as many precautions as they 
can under the circumstances. 
Camping associations are also 
emphasizing safety more than 
they have. 


But there are now some 12,- 
000 summer camps in this coun­ 
try serving an estimated 7 
million youngsters, and the 
numbers are growing at an 
ever-increasing rate. Resident 
camps have t r i p l e d in ten 
years. 
WHAT RIBICOFF and Kur­ 
man want is a set of minimum 
safety standards which could 
either be accepted or rejected- 
by individual states. Participat­ 
ing states would conduct in­ 
spections to ensure compliance 
and then award certificates in­ 
dicating that a camp meets the 
standards. 
Although Ribicoff’s bill has 
little chance of passage, its tim­ 
ing may do some good. At the 
very least, it may stir some 
parents into checking safety as­ 
pects as they prepare to choose 
a camp for the approaching 
summer.

WASHINGTON (UPI)-Whe- 
ther you realize it or not, you 
buy eggs by weight, 
not 
volume. The grade and the size 
determine prices. 
The 
U.S. 
Department of Agriculture sets 
standards for sizing: A dozen 
large eggs must weigh at least 
24 ounces; mediums, at least 21 
ounces, and smalls, at least 18 
ounces. 
If the price spread per 
eggs is less than seven cents 
between one size and the next 
smaller size of the same grade, 
your best value is the larger 
size. For instance—Grade A 
large eggs 60 cents a dozen 
give you more egg for the 
money than Grade A mediums 
at 54 cents.

Electric Aids 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Keep­ 
ing hair pretty between sham­ 
poos is no longer such a big 
problem, thanks to the electric 
beauty aids which curl, style 
and fluff hair. The electrically- 
heated curlers can set hair in 
seven to 15 minutes. Authorities 
report curlers which use dry 
heat work best on oily hair; 
curlers which set with steam 
are better for dry hair; some 
units also offer products for 
conditioning the hair as it is 
set. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) — 
Homemakers will be able to 
keep their favorite family re­ 
cipes and kitchen utensils if the 
United States adopts the metric 
system of weights and mea­ 
sures. 
A m e m b e r of Ohio State 
University’s Home Economics 
Department says the homemak­ 
er should have little trouble ad­ 
justing to the new system. 
“ They will only have to deal 
with one simple system based 
on tens rather than our present 
complicated one 
of pounds- 
ounces and feet-inches,” she 
said. 
“ Figuring of quantities and 
costs in the marketplace for 
consumers should be simplified 
on a system of tens in compari­ 
son to the mental exercise cur­ 
rently necessary to 
convert 
pounds to ounces and figure 
costs per unit.” 
D IFFICU LTIES AROSE, she 
said, in the standardization of 
tools and gauges, interchangea­ 
bility of machine parts, simpli­ 
fication 
of 
international 
exchange and clerks learning 
new sizes. 
“ But actually, the consumer 
may have it the easiest,” she 
decided. 
Dr. Fern Hunt, an associate 
professor at the school, did 
some of her own weighing and 
measuring on the proposal be­ 
fore deciding the 
consumer 
would have the easiest part of 
all — if a change were made. 
The Metric Study Bill in 1968 
authorized 
the 
secretary 
of 
commerce to conduct a study 
on the feasibility of using it in 
.the United States. 
During 
her 
research, 
Dr. 
Hunt discovered a standard 
measuring cup has a capacity 
of 236.6 milliliters, equivalent to 
one-fourth of a quart. The “ lit­ 
er” under the metric system 
would be 250 milliliters. 
“ THIS WOULD mean an in­ 
crease in size by just under one 
tablespoon and the new capaci­ 
ty would be one-fourth of a liter 
instead of one-fourth of a cup,” 
she said. 
She recommended retaining 
the current size relationship be­ 
tween the cup and the measur­ 
ing spoons. 
“ Women wanting to continue 
to use presently owned recipe 
books and measuring equip­ 
ment could do so with no prob­ 
lem,” she said. “ They could 
use old favorite recipes with

new measuring devices if both 
measuring cups 
and 
spoons 
were in the new sizes.” 
She said that with the new 
sizes, the yield from the recipes 
would be just slightly larger 
than with the customary set, 


but the proportions of ingre- 
d i e n t s would remain un­ 
changed. 
“ Accuracy in measurements 
is still important in successful 
preparation of certain foods,” 
she said, “ but the precision im­ 
plied by weighing ingredients is 
rarely necessary in the types of 
home cooking currently done or 
likely to be done in the future, 
particularly with the trends in 
popularity of packaged food 
mixes and other convenience 
food items.”

In Fire Safety 


The Sausalito City Council 
last night approved in concept a 
recomr..endation 
that 
fire 
alarm s and added means of es­ 
cape from blazes be required in 
new homes. 
Fire Chief Charles E. Masten 
told the council the require­ 
ments are needed since some 
homes newly built on Sausali- 
to's hills provide only one route 
of escape — usually over a 
wooden carport. 
Should fire engulf the car­ 
port. he said, residents would 
be trapped. 
He suggested requiring such 
homes to have aluminum or 
rope 
ladders 
from 
outboard 
decks or other points of exit. 
Masten’s second suggestion, 
installation of automatic smoke 
and fire alarms, brought objec­ 
tion from building Inspector 
William L. Hynes. 
Hvnes, in a memorandum to 


the council, said alarm s would 
add to “runaway costs” of con­ 
struction and would discourage 
new building in the city. 
However, he wrote, if the 
council approved such alarms, 
it should also set a price ceiling 
of about $50. 


Masten, who estimated the 
cost of alarm s at about $300, 
said he didn’t think the cost 
was excessive. 


‘People don’t have fire alarm 
systems in their homes, but 
they all have color TV's,” he 
said, adding Sausalito suffered 
three fire fatalities during 1969- 
70. 


The council, in endorsing the 
proposals, referred them to the 
city attorney, who will deter­ 
mine whether they should be 
drafted as part of the building 
code, as an ordinance or as a 
resolution.

Most of San Quentin’s 3,250 
inmates were locked in their 
cells today after Warden Louis 
S. Nelson ordered a “ cooling off 
period” to halt the wave of 
stabbings that injured five pri­ 
soners in 24 hours, 


A search of men lined up for 
dinner last night produced sev­ 
en knives carried by six in­ 
mates, Assoc. Warden James 
W, L. Park reported today. 
Five other knives were discov­ 
ered on the ground nearby, ap- 
p a r e n 11 y thrown away by' 
convicts 
when 
they learned 
they would be searched, Park 
said. 


Warden Nelson ordered the 
general lockup at 2:10 p.m. yes­ 
terday, 10 minutes after inmate 
Robert Sconyers was stabbed in 
the chest, arm and back in the 
prison’s education area. Three 
other 
inmates, 
whom 
Park 
would not name, were held as 
suspects in the stabbing. 
At 12:10 p.m., inmate Arthur 
J. Golia. 27, was stabbed in the 
stomach and back. He was re­ 
ported in “ good” condition to­ 
day after extensive surgery. 
Park said one suspect was in 
custody. 
Earlier yesterday, two form­ 
er motorycle gang members, 


Frank D. T u b a c h , 28, and 
Douglas R. Spencer, 26, were 
treated for cuts suffered at 7:40 
a.m. after breakfast, in the 
South cell block. No weapon 
was found, nor was any suspect 
in custody. 
Park said the wave of stab­ 
bings was launched at 4 p.m. 
Monday when Wayne Dennis 
Early, 24, was stabbed in the 
back three times in the east cell 
block. 
Monday’s stabbing “ was not 
a racial thing,” Park declared, 
even though the victim was 
black and the suspect a Chi- 
cano. However, the associate 
warden explained, “ hotbloods 
made it a racial thing” in the 
later stabbings. 
He denied that Sunday’s stab­ 
bing of Death Row inmate Mil­ 
lion L. M c S h a n e had any 
connection with the wave of 
knifings in the main sections of 
the prison. The fact that the 
weapon believed used against 
McShane had been found in the 
cell of another Death Row' in­ 
mate. Leo Estrada Robles, w'as 
discounted by Park. “ What Leo 
Robles does really isn’t reflect­ 
ed in the mainline, nor does 
what happens in Death Row ' 
connect with the trouble in the 
rest of the prison, Park held. 


Park said he felt Warden Nel­ 
son’s lock-up order was essen­ 
tial to provide “ an information 
and cooling off period” for the 
inmates. He explained the con­ 
victs had been disturbed “ by 
rumors and confusion.” The 
prison’s uncensored inmate ra­ 
dio station KSQ carried mes­ 
sages from inmate leaders and 
news of the stabbings for sever­ 
al hours last night, Park report­ 
ed. 


The 
lock-up 
will 
continue 
“ only a few more days,” Park 
said. Guards will conduct a tho­ 
rough search for weapons dur­ 
ing the confinement, he said. 


He said the prisoner’s res­ 
tiveness 
was 
increased 
by 
seeing another inmate wheeled 
across the yard on a stretcher 
just before the last stabbing. 
The man had been hurt in an 
industrial accident. Park said, 
but he had no details on name 
or condition of the injured man.

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DRUGS IN THE CLASSROOM: Is Dyslexia A Disease? 


By ARNOLD ARNOLD 
(Third of six articles) 


A 1968 committee of medical 
and reading experts was ap­ 
pointed by the then secretary of 
the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, to stu­ 
dy the problem of dyslexia, a 
supposedly common disorder 
among children that causes 
severe reading difficulties. 
The committee met for one 
whole year, at a cost of $145,- 
000, but was unable to agree 
even on a definition of the word 
dyslexia. Members could not 
agree on a diagnosis, on causes 
or cures, but they did agree 
that children’s reading failures 
were mostly due to poor teach­ 
er training and to inadequate 
schools, proposing $54 million of 
further research into these and 
related problems. 
However, Drs. Sam D. Cle­ 
ments and John E. P e t e r s , 
among others, have few doubts 


about the causes and cure of 
dyslexia. They head the chil­ 
dren’s clinic at the University 
of Arkansas Medical School and 
attribute dyslexia to minimal 
brain dysfunction (MBD) and 
associate it with hyperkinesis, 
disruptive, overly aggressive 
and inattentive behavior in chil­ 
dren. These doctors don’t hesi­ 
tate to prescribe Ritalin and 
amphetamines to treat this di­ 
sorder. They suggest, in a leng­ 
thy a r t i c l e in one of the 
American 
Medical 
Associa­ 
tion’s journals, that these drugs 
enable primary grades children 
to overcome dyslexia and to 
learn to read. 
DYSLEXIA 
HAS 
a 
nice, 
scientific ring to it. It has 
served to gloss over many rea­ 
sons for the reading failures of 
children. On the basis of exist­ 
ing research it is highly unlike­ 
ly that more than two to five 
percent of the total child popu­ 
lation 
suffers 
physiological 


disorders that make reading 
difficult to learn. Still, some of 
the advocates of the MBD diag­ 
nosis and amphetamine treat­ 
ment of pre-adolescent children 
claim that about 30 per cent of 
poverty children are so afflict­ 
ed and that a large but unstat­ 
ed n u m b e r of others suffer 
similar disabilities. 
Doctors Clements and Peters 
define the child who suffers 
MBD and dyslexia as one who 
‘seems bright; he is quiet and 
obedient, but daydreams and 
c a n ’ t read. (Or) he is high- 
strung and nervous; his atten­ 
tion is hard to hold. (Or) he has 
frequent 
temper 
outbursts, 
sometimes for no apparent rea­ 
son. He won’t concentrate for 
more than a few minutes at a 
t i m e . . . He lacks self-con- 
t r o 1. . . He does not work to 
capacity; he is not learning to 
read or to work with numbers, 
but has a good vocabulary and 
uses words correctly.”

Simple Approach Helps 
Curb Truancy Problem 


Truancy — along with drugs and 
vandalism — has become a m ajor 
problem in high schools. 
It is not new, of course. Almost 
any old-timer can (if he wishes) 
r e c a l l some times when he cut 
classes to go fishing, watch a ball 
game, or just “ goof off.” But its 
incidence has increased markedly 
in recent years, causing much con­ 
cern among school people, as well 
as parents. 


AN INDICATION of that concern 
is the fact that class-cutting is 
among the topics scheduled for dis­ 
cussion at a “town meeting” tomor­ 
row at 8 p.m. in the San Rafael 
High School cafeteria, sponsored by 
the Parent-Teacher Association. 
The problem has increased this 
year at San Rafael High because of 
adoption of “modular scheduling” 
which gives students free time in 
chunks of assorted sizes. It is diffi­ 
cult for the faculty to keep track of 
the students who are on free time — 
and next to impossible to determine 
whether students loafing around the 
campus or in the neighborhood are 
supposed to be in class or are hav­ 
ing a “free module.” 
It is a problem, however, by no 
means unique to San Rafael. Other 
Marin high schools report high in­ 
cidence of class cutting, as do those 
in other counties and other states. 
IN SACRAMENTO, it got so bad

that the police departm ent inaugur­ 
ated a p i c k u p drive under the 
euphemism of “ Sacramento Truan­ 
cy Education Project.” 
1 
As described in the Sacramento 
Bee, the program is simplicity it­ 
self: 
“Three squad cars with two pol­ 
icemen in each are assigned to a 
specific area to check juveniles 
seen away from schools between 9 
a.m. and 4 p.m. on week days. .. 
Juveniles picked up for truancy are 
taken to a field office. . . for coun­ 
seling by a juvenile division officer 
and a school official. No juvenile is 
to be arrested, a spokesman said, 
u n l e s s there is no other alterna­ 
tive.” 
THE CAMPAIGN started March 
1. On the first day, police picked up 
20 youngsters. Five were found to 
be legitimately on the streets; the 
other 15 were truants from school. 
And of those 15, eight had misde­ 
meanor records and five had felony 
records. 
This high percentage of delin­ 
quents with crime records bore out 
the police belief that truants were 
responsible for many daylight bur­ 
glaries and thefts. 
The 
Sacramento 
experiment 
might well be applied in Marin. 
It would need the cooperation of 
schools with the police. Since the 
truancy problem is of concern to 
both, this should not be hard to get. 


Mississippi May Be Next 
To Elect Moderate Governor

JACKSON, Miss. - Early 
predictions are that this year 
even Mississippi will join the 
procession of southern states 
which have newly elected mod­ 
erate Democrats as governors. 
The prospect is certain to make 
George Wallace of next-door Al- 
a b a m a feel more and more 
lonely as he considers another 
presidential outing in 1972. 
If today’s expectations are 
fulfilled and Lt. Gov. Charles 
Sullivan moves up to governor, 
the state will be taking a clear 
step away from the racially re-

gressive administration of Gov. 
John Bell Williams. 
-Seven months, a court ruling 
on Mississippi’s new free-for-all 
p r i m a r y system, and the 
emergence of other major can­ 
didates all lie between now and 
the first voting. However, indi­ 
vidual 
politicians 
of 
every 
stripe and more objective politi­ 
cal authorities in the Delta, the 
capital and south Mississippi 
agree that as of now Sullivan is 
the probable next governor. 
THE HATCHET-FACED vol­ 
uble lieutenant governor, a law­ 
yer from the D e l t a town of 
Clarksdale, 
has 
metamor­ 
phosed in more than a decade 
of Mississippi politics from an 
earlier attitude of defiance to­ 
ward the national Democratic 
Party. 
He was involved in at least 
one bolt by the Mississippi dele­ 
gation from a national party 
convention. 
In 1960 he chastised Sen. 
James O. Eastland for support­ 
ing the Kennedy-Johnson ticket, 
and this is part of the reason 
for a widely alleged enmity be­ 
tween the two Mississippians 
which may become of critical 
importance to Sullivan’s cur­ 
rent ambitions. 
But since then Sullivan has 
run twice for statewide office. 
He was out-bigoted for gover­ 
nor by Paul B. Johnson in 1963, 
but then beat Johnson for lieu­ 
tenant governor in 1967. In 1964 
he lay low rather than come out 
for Barry Goldwater as so 
many other Deep South politi­ 
cians did. He had conversations 
with the emerging Mississippi 


These catch-all diagnoses and 
treatment, the vague but pre­ 
cise-sounding terminology, and 
the certainty with which dan­ 
gerous drugs are dispensed on 
the basis of inadequate evid­ 
ence, is farily typical of the 
general approach to drug-medi­ 
cated 
behavior 
control 
and 
drug-assisted learning. 


MANY OF OUR children, 
schools, parents and the var­ 
ious 
governmental 
agencies 
that deal with education are 
faced with complex and diffi­ 
cult problems. It is easy to be 
seduced into treating individual 
symptoms, while ignoring all 
others, to believe in wholesale 
cures for social, psychological 
or physical disorders, using 
methods or drugs that are un­ 
proved or inadequately tested. 
In the case of MBD, hyperkine­ 
sis and dyslexia, the use of 
amphetamines 
and 
similar 
drugs may appear to alleviate 


superficial 
symptoms. 
But 
neither the drug company, nor 
the 
medical 
literature 
has 
pointed out that the great ma­ 
jority of pre-adolescent children 
react identically as adults to 
these drugs. On the contrary, 
much of the literature claims a • 
“paradoxical” effect — that 
children below the ages of 12 or 
13 are c a 1 m e d , rather than 
“pepped-up” by these pills. 
This is simply untrue, except 
for a few of the children who 
really suffer from minimal 
brain damage. 


Indiscriminate drug use, by 
adults, children and teen-agers, 
has become a major threat to 
health. The Congressional Se­ 
lect Committee on Crime held 
hearings last Nov. 18 on the 
problem of amphetamine use in 
the U.S. More than three billion 
d o s a g e s of these drugs are 
manufactured each year, while 
the scientific research shows 


that legitimate 
prescriptions 
would call for fewer than 100,- 
000 doses. In all except very 
rare cases there is no sound 
medical reason for prescribing 
them. Their use for weight re­ 
duction, for keeping awake, for 
the majority of instances where 
they are used for behavior con­ 
trol, or for kicks, are consi­ 
dered extremely hazardous and 
addictive. 
The “ R i g h t to Privacy” 
hearings of the Congressional 
Subcommittee on Government 
Operations of Sept. 29, 1970, un­ 
covered some of the abuses of 
the 
MBD 
and 
hyperkinesis 
diagnosis and behavior modifi­ 
cation in the classroom through 
drug use. 
Rep. Cornelius Gallagher, D- 
N.J., in his opening statement, 
said that he had found evidence 
that “creatively gifted chil­ 
dren” are given amphetamines 
in schools in order to control 
them, and because of a lack of

Republican Party, but decided 
to remain a Democrat.

MANY CAUSES can contri­ 
bute to reading failure in chil­ 
dren. But perhaps the most 
important ones, overlooked by 
many who investigate such 
problems, are the general cli­ 
mate at home and in school 
that turns many children away 
from activity, speech, partici­ 
pation, communication, and in­ 


teraction. These are the pre­ 
requisites for a curiosity about 
books and for wanting to learn 
to read. No drug, no TV pro­ 
gram, and no amount of pseu­ 
doscience are going to make up 
for predominantly social and 
cultural deficits. On the con­ 
trary, they tend to perpetuate 
these very failures by obstruct­ 
ing the required intervention by 
parents and teachers. 
Unquestionably, 
as science 
probes deeper into the biochem­ 
ical and physiological workings 
of the human brain, it will be 
able to explain better how chil­ 
dren learn. Some of these find­ 
ings may eventually help in the 
development of new teaching 
and learning. But none of these 
discoveries is likely to replace 
support from a healthy, activity 
and curiosity provoking envi­ 
ronment.

WASHINGTON — There is 
little prospect that the Soviet 
Russian regime is going to stop 
persecuting the three million 
Jews it holds in its viselike 
grip. 
The anger and pain of world 
Jewry have been mounting, the 
Jews within Russia have dared 
to engage in sit-ins in Soviet 
passport offices, and much of 
the free world has joined the 
protest. 
But there is no evidence to 
suggest that there will be any 
significant change. 
ONE REASON is that the 
Russian leaders have always 
shown a disdain for world opi­ 
nion whenever they wanted to 
flout it. Stalin’s callous quip is 
a case in point: “How many 
divisions has the Pope?’’ It was 
on the eve of the world confer­ 
ence 
of 
neutralist 
nations, 
which Moscow was cultivating 
for propaganda purposes, that 
the Kremlin openly violated its 
own pledge not to test nuclear 
weapons in the atmosphere. 
And the Russians did not hesi­ 
tate to alienate most of the 
Communist parties and leaders 
outside the USSR by invading 
Czechoslovakia in 1968. 
There is a more powerful rea­ 
son why persecution of the 
Jews is so persistent and so 
pervasive in Russia. Persecu­ 
tion is indigenous to dictator­ 
ships. It is the a u t o m a t i c 
response of dictatorships to any 
evidence of fearless individual­ 
ism. Dictatorial government is 
always fearful and the Soviet 
dictatorship is terribly afraid of 
the Jews — afraid to yield them 
cultural and religious liberty 
and simultaneously afraid to let 
them leave the USSR. 
The Berlin wall is the very 
symbol of Communism’s fear of 
its own people. 
IT IS NOT surprising that the 
Nazi invaders of Russian terri­ 
tory in World War II soon found 
faithful followers in the occu­ 
pied areas, especially among 
the Ukrainians, 
who helped 
them carry out their crimes 
against the Jews. 
The Nazy anti-Semitic creed 
fell on fertile Russian soil. 
IN RUSSIA TODAY the Jews

are not even allowed equal dis­ 
crimination. There is special 
discrimination 
against 
them 
which does not apply similarly 
to other minorities. 
Other religions in Russia are 
allowed a national organization. 
Not the Jewish religion. Train­ 
ing of r a b b i s is kept at an 
inadequate level, and except for 
the show-window of Moscow, 
not more than one synagogue is 
allowed in the cities with large 
Jewish populations. There are 
few Jewish books and newspa­ 
pers. 
The heroic role of the Jews as 
soldiers fighting against the 
Nazis is wiped from the face of 
official literature and when in­ 
dividual Jews proudly wear 
their military decorations they 
are taunted by such remarks 
as, “Where did you buy them?” 


ARIE L. ELIAV, * who was 
born in Russia and is now a 
member of the Israeli parlia­ 
ment and deputy minister of 
immigrant affairs, points out in 
his revealing book, “Between 
Hammer and Sickle,” that the 
central thrust of Soviet repres­ 
sion is to prevent Russian Jews 
from “acting in unison.” They 
must continue to live, he writes, 
as “isolated, scattered indivi­ 
duals in a state of total disor­ 
ganization and disintegration.” 
And now, he concludes, the re­ 
gime is setting out “to elimi­ 
nate the final r e m n a n t —. 
religion.” 
W’hy? Why are the Russian 
Communists so fearful of the 
three million Russian Jews? 
Why doesn’t the regime spew 
out the Jews and thus rid itself 
of what it deems a dangerous 
poison. 
Can there be any doubt that, 
despite a few token visas to try 
to hush up the Jews, the answer 
is: Fear — fear that if they let 
the Jews leave R u s s i a , the 
pressure by others to leave will 
become irresistible? The Jews 
are needed by the Soviet re­ 
gime because of their talents. 
They are hated but useful. The 
Kremlin would prefer to be rid 
of them but doesn’t dare open 
the dike of immigration more 
than the merest crack. 


Legislature Distorts 
Meaning Of Democracy

“California, I love you with all your faults i»» 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) - It 
might be profitable to consult 
your dictionary once and awhile 
to get some indication as to 
whether the passage of the 
years has b o u g h t m a j o r 
changes to the meaning of cer­ 
tain words in every-day usage. 
“Democracy — The political 
system in which government is 
directly exercised or controlled 
by the people, collectively.” 
This is the definition in the 
Funk & Wagnalls published in 
1913, or 58 years ago, which I 
happen to own as an heirloom 
handed down by my grandfath-. 
er. 
The definition in the modern 
Webster’s 
dictionary 
is not 
much different: 
“Democracy — Government 
by the people; a form of gov­ 
ernment in which the supreme 
power is lodged in the hands of 
the people collectively.” 
It can, therefore, be seen 
readily that the meaning of 
cemocracy has not changed in 
substance in the past half cen­ 
tury, even if the California Leg- 
i s 1 a t u r e has changed it in 
practice by denying some of the 
people the right to a forum. 
On the flimsy excuse that dis­ 
cussion of the crucial subject of 
welfare would provide Gov. 
Ronald Reagan with the back­ 
drop for a political show, the 
Democrats,. ruling legislature 


party, refused to allow the chief 
executive of the state the privi­ 
lege of addressing a joint ses­ 
sion 
of 
the 
legislature 
on 
welfare reform. 
As a result, the governor 
sought and obtained access to 
the people that elected him to 
high office through the medium 
of a speech to a private club in 
Los A n g e l e s , 
which was 
brought to the people by the 
communications media. 
Thus, nothing was lost by the 
legislature’s picayunish harass­ 
ment of the governor as far as 
getting information to the peo­ 
ple is concerned, but on the 
other hand, much was lost in 
the integrity of the legislature 
and its responsibility to the peo­ 
ple in the maintenance of a 
democratic government, by the 
people collectively. 
One excuse used for denying 
the g o v e r n o r the right of 
expression was that the welfare 
reform bills were not before the 
legislature, and therefore, dis­ 
cussion was not in order. 
It might be pointed out that 
the subject of welfare is proba­ 
bly the number one subject be­ 
fore the people at present, and 
whether specific bills are before 
the legislature or not makes no 
difference in attempt to solve 
the problem now threatening to 
send California into a state of 
bankruptcy.

Novato Hospital Gets Good 
Marks For Friendly Service 


Recently I spent some time in 
Novato General Hospital. This 
was my s e c o n d stay in the 
same hospital in the past 10 
years. The changes were quite 
noticeable. 
In the intervening years, the 
hospital has about doubled in 
n u m b e r of beds. It has also 
added such things as an inten­ 
sive care unit, more operating 
and X-ray facilities, and a new 
emergency room. 
This is all very good because 
it is the only h o s p i t a l so 
equipped in North Marin. 
There is a difference in hospi­ 
tals. Marin General is tax-sup­ 
ported. Kaiser Foundation Hos­ 
pital is supported by the Kaiser 
Health Plan. Novato General 
Hospital is completely private. 
MILTON SCOTT, the hospi­ 
tal’s manager, 
said. 
"If we 
don’t serve the community and 
get the business, we don’t ex­ 
ist." 
In the years between my two 
visits, some of the help had 
changed, of course. But there 
were many f a m i l i a r faces 
there. 
The aim of the nurses, nurses 
aides and volunteers is to make 
a person’s stay as comfortable 
and friendly as possible. They 
all take a personal interest in 
the patients. I am not familiar 
with too many other hospitals, 
but Novato’s is the most friend­ 
ly that I have been in. 
I am not alone in this view­ 


point. After I was out of the 
hospital, I was talking with a 
San Anselmo woman who had 
been rushed to Novato General 
Hospital in an emergency. 
“I d i d n ’ t know that there 
were that many nurses in No­ 
vato," she said describing her 
first impression of the hospital. 
She went on to say that it was 
the friendliest and most effi­ 
cient hospital she had ever been 
in. 
"Whenever I wanted or need­ 
ed anything, the nurses were 
right there with scarcely any 
waiting," she said. 
IT MAY BE DUE partly to 
my advancing age, but it did 
seem that the nurses were pret­ 
tier this time than last. Even 
those who had been there when 
I 
was there before, 
seemed 
younger. 
The 
new 
nurses 
I 
know were picked from beauty 
contestants. 
Scott should be a Hollywood 
casting director, and not a hos­ 
pital manager. 
Laying the jokes aside, it is 
good to go to a hospital when 
one needs it, and it is equally 
as good to leave it when one no 
longer needs it. I can heartily 
recommend

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School Costs Inflated

Insurance premiums for Cali­ 
fornia school districts last year 
were almost double those of 
five years earlier, yet the insur­ 
ance they got did not c o v e r 
many smaller losses that were 
covered in 1965 policies. 
This year, the school districts 
are paying still more for insur­ 
ance. and getting a great deal 
less coverage. 
U n t i l this year. San Diego 
Unified 
School 
District 
had 
complete, 
no-deductible 
fire 
and property damage coverage. 
But for this year its insurers 
would write only a policy with 
$50,000 
deductible. 
In 
other 
words, any fire or other dam­ 
age below $50,000 must be paid 
for by the taxpayers. 
In 
San 
Francisco 
Unified 
School District, the deductible 
has risen from $1,000 in 1967 to 
$100,000 for this year. In Pasa­ 
dena Unified School District, it 
went from $1,000 last year to 
$100,000 this year. Similar in­ 
creases have hit most of the big 
districts, 
and less-sensational 
but still very large ones have 
hit smaller California districts. 
And the premiums have been 
increased at the same time cov­ 
erage has been decreased. 


THE REASONS: arson, van­ 
dalism, burglary. 
Gordon Trigg, administrative 
consultant to the Los Angeles 
Unified School District, told a 
state Senate education sub-com­ 
mittee last December that his 
district lost $2.1 million to these 
causes last school year. This, 
he s a i d , was in spite of an 
increase from 15 to 104 in its 
security staff and installation of 
more burglar alarms. 
Figures collected by Warren, 
McVeigh and Associates, risk 
management consultants, for a 
report just submitted to the leg­ 
islature’s 
budget 
committee 
showed that California school 
districts had physical losses (in­ 
sured and uninsured) of $5,858,- 
000 in the 1965-66 school year, 
and of $10,908,000 in the 1969-70 
school year. In the same per­ 
iod, their insurance premiums 
went, up from $5,711,000 to $10,- 
833,000 — and more of the loss­ 
es became uninsurable. 
During this five-year period, 
fire losses approximately dou­ 
bled, as did window breakage 
and other vandalism, according 
to the firm’s figures. Theft loss­ 
es nearly tripled. But wind loss­ 
es — insurable but caused by 
nature rather than man — in­ 
creased less than 40 per cent, 
or about equal to the inflation 
in replacement costs. 
WARREN, 
McVEIGH 
and 
Associates proposed that the 
state set up its own insurance 
pool to insure the schools, re­ 
quiring full coverage — which 
the insurance companies now 
refuse — as a way to force the 
districts into it. Experience in 
other s t a t e s has shown this 
would reduce the cost to the 
school districts (i.e., their tax­ 
payers), 
the 
consultant firm 
said. 


It would not. however, reduce 
the damage. 
Various 
explanations 
have 
been put forward for the alarm­ 
ing increase in thefts, arson 
and vandalism at the schools. 
They range from blaming the 
whole thing on the Vietnam 
War, with the rationale that 
violence there breeds violence 
here, to blaming it all on weak- 
spined 
school 
administrators 
(the Los Angeles schools ex­ 
p e l l e d only 59 of their more 
than 400.000 students 
in the 
1969-70 school year, that same 
Senate subcommittee was told). 
ONE WAY to reduce vandal­ 
ism was discovered more-or- 
less accidentally at Banneker 
School in Gary, Ind., after its 
operation was taken over on a 
performance contract by Be­ 
havioral Research Laboratories 
of Palo .Alto. 
BRL dismissed about a third

Victory Over 
Is Within 
Reach But Still Battle Lines 


Victory over tuberculosis is within our 
reach but we are far from the en 
o 
battle Many excellent drugs and surgical 
procedures have hastened recovery and 
shortened the duration of freatment. Most 
tuberculosis sanatoria have many 
P*y 
beds and some smaller institutions coih^ 
close their doors or offer another typ 
service to save the taxpayer s money. 
BUT THE FINEST advances 
are for naught unless the disease 
is detected early and treated 
promptly and vigorously. Dr. 
Mahfouz H. Zaki of Brooklyn 
made an extensive study of 
tuberculosis and found that 
today, 70 per cent of all cases are 
discovered in the moderately- or 
far-advanced stage. These in­ 
dividuals do not see a physician 
until they lose weight or develop 
respiratory symptoms, such as a 
productive cough. 


The outlook is much better 
when TB is detected before 
symptoms develop. This is more 
likely to occur when the con­ 
dition is identified via routine 
examinations in the hospital or 
physician’s office, community 
X-ray units and other screening 
programs. Skin testing also is an 
important method of detecting 
early tuberculosis, especially in 
children. 


THE DECLINE in admissions 
to our sanatoria stems from a 
fewer number of new cases. In 
some parts of the country 
isoniazid tablets are given to 
children and adults who have 
been in contact with a person 
with active tuberculosis. The 
anti-tuberculosis drug is con­ 
tinued for a year especially in 
highly susceptible groups, such 
as children, pregnant women, 
and diabetics. BCG vaccine is 
also used as a preventive for 
youngsters in high risk groups. 
Better housing has played a 
major role in the decline of 
tuberculosis in this country. The 
disease is contagious and it is not 
difficult to imagine what hap­ 
pens in a crowded tenement 
when one man or woman 
becomes infected and exposes 
all the others to the malady. 
Improved diets also deserve 
some of the credit.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -G ov. 
Ronald Reagan says University 
of California President Charles 
Hitch is attempting to “propa­ 
gandize” the public into sup­ 
porting increased taxes for UC. 
The governor denied his hold- 
the-line 
budget for higher 
education is a “pattern set for 
the future” and demanded that 
university 
officials 
make 
a 
greater stab at cutting bureauc­ 
ratic 
“fat” 
and 
spending 
“excesses.” 
Reagan insisted at a news 
conference Tuesday that the 
nine-campus university system 
had “not reached the economy 
pinch where it hurts every­ 
body.” 
Meantime, 
Hitch 
and 
UC 
officials testified before legisla­ 
tive budget-writing committees 
that Reagan’s austere budget 
“will do basic harm to the 
University of California and to 
the people of our state.” 
Hitch 
criticized 
Reagan’s 
proposed UC budget appropria­ 
tion of $337 million “by far the 
worst budget yet” while high- 
level state college representa­ 
tives issued similar appeals to 
the kislature for more funds. 
The UC regents asked for an 
appropriation of at least $375 
million. Hitch has embarked on 
a statewide 
“campaign” 
to 
recruit public and legislative 
support for a vastly expanded 
UC budget. 
But Reagan told newsmen 
Hitch was trying to “propagan­ 
dize the public into insisting on 
taxing itself higher to maintain 
the university. I don’t believe 
that we are going to hurt the 
university.” 
The governor, who maintains 
his budget can be balanced 
without new taxes, said, “There 
is only one area or one way m 
which they can get money and 
that is from the people in 
increased taxation.” 
Reagan said if UC adminis­ 
trators “spent half as much 
time, effort and energy in 
trimming excesses in university 
spending ... and fat in their own 
bureaucracy instead of cam­ 
paigning just ceaselessly for 
more money, I think they might 
be able to solve some of their 
problems.” 
“When the university can 
continue to worry about whe­ 
ther 
it 
is 
going 
to 
admit 
students while it goes ahead 
with a several hundred thou­ 
sand dollar home for a vice 
president, things of this kind, it 
would seem that they have not 
yet reached the economy pinch 
where it hurts everybody.” 


The governor apparently re­ 
ferred to purchase of what a 
UC spokesman described as a 
$100,000 home in Berkeley for 
use as an “official residence” 
by the university senior vice 
president. The spokesman said 
the funds were contributed by 
private donors. 
Hitch 
later 
said 
he 
was 
“astonished” 
that 
Reagan 
would criticize the purchase 
after raising no objection in 
several sessions of the board of 
regents” which authorized the 
transaction. He said the donors 
were commended by the board 
last month “without dissent” 
from Reagan, himself a regent. 
The 
UC 
president 
voiced 
concern 
about 
the 
budget’s 
potential impact on fledgling 
medical schools at Davis, San 
Diego and Irvine. Reagan noted 
the voters last June defeated a 
bond issue to provide about 
$250,000 
for 
construction 
of 
medical school facilities. 
Legislation proposing a simi­ 
lar $294 million bond issue has 
been introduced in the Senate 
and Reagan said he believed 
“we still have to go that route 
and have a bond issue on the 
ballot and get that money.”

Redwood High School basket­ 
ball teams have won four of six 
games the last two years in the 
Tournament of Champions at 
the Oakland Coliseum, but all 
the 1971 Giants need is a victo­ 
ry over Castlemont tomorrow 
night to outshine their ances­ 
tors.

61. The year before it was the 
same Oakland Athletic League 
team they face Thursday that 
dished out the defeat.

Redwood coach Dick Hart 
doesn’t 
see 
the 
consolation 
trend as a jinx. On the con­

We’ve 
been over there a c o u p l e of 
times now, and we won’t be in 
awe. 
No Marin team has ever won 
the TOC. In f a c t , only one, 
Drake, has ever won an open­ 
ing game in the event.

Presence Felt 


NEW YORK (UPI) -Charlie 
Finley is making his presence 
felt in hockey. 


You can tell by the pained 
expression on the faces of the 
sport’s traditionalists. 


Finley has set the world of 
major league baseball agog 
ever since he assumed owner­ 
ship of the Kansas City A's in 
1961. Baseball purists watched 
with dismay a long parade of 
Finley’s promotional gimmicks: 
sheep, their wool dyed various 
colors, 
grazing 
in 
a 
mini­ 
pasture beyond the right field 
wall; the infamous Pennant 
Porch in right field, an idea 
prompted by Finley’s assertion 
that a short right field had 
helped the New York Yankees 
win all those pennants; Charlie 
0., the mule adopted as team 
mascot; and the gaudy gold 
and green team uniforms of the 
A’s, 
complete 
with 
white 
leather spikes. 
It wasn’t long after Finley 
moved the A’s to Oakland in 
1968 that he decided to dabble 
in hockey. He purchased the 
Oakland Seals of the National 
Hockey League in May of 1969 
for $4.5 million and promised 
the club would soon be an 
“artistic and commercial suc­ 
cess.” 
To assure that end, Finley 
was soon up to his old tricks. 
The club adopted the now- 
familiar Kelly green and gold 
uniforms, skates made from 
albino kangaroos, live seals as 
mascots and a new name: The 
California Golden Seals. 
“There’ll 
be 
a 
lot 
of 
entertainm ent between per­ 
iods,” Finley promised. 
But that’s part of the trouble 
that the team finds itself in. 
Seals’ games have been noted 
more for 
the entertainment 
between periods than for action 


during them. So far, the Seals 
have been 
an 
artistic 
and 
commercial 
bust. 
They’re 
mired in the West Division 
cellar, having won only 17 of 67 
games. 
“Attendance in Oakland is 
certainly not sufficient 
to 
sustain a club there,” said 
Clarence Campbell, NHL pres­ 
ident, at Tuesday's meeting of 
club 
owrners 
and 
general 
managers who gathered prior 
to the liste r Patrick Memorial 
dinner Tuesday night. 
“Finley 
has 
the 
best 
of 
intentions, but he just is not 
knowledgeable enough in hock­ 
ey as he is in baseball,” Camp­ 
bell said. 
The controversial owner of 
the Seals is reportedly scouting 
the San Francisco area with an 
eye to relocating the Seals. 
Campbell dismissed the possibi­ 
lity, however, saying that 
Finley had signed a long-term 
lease in Oakland. 
“Besides, San Francisco is as 
tight as New York as far as 
new franchises working their 
way in,” Campbell added.

Boating Facts 
For Fishermen 


Surveys taken at the New York and several 
other boat shows this year indicate that fishing is 
still a very powerful reason for buying a boat. 
It’s not the prime reason any more, but it’s big 
enough for all the boat and motor manufacturers 
to make many models pitched entirely to the 
angler. 
This year t h e r e are at 
least half a dozen aluminum 
m o d e l s light enough (well 
under 100 pounds) for one 
m an to put up on top of his 
car, and at least twice as 
many trailer models, big 
and roomy, yet still easily 
wrestled into and out of the 
water by one man without 
danger of a heart attack. 
All these anglers’ boats 
are 
sturdy, 
well-braced 
craft with a minimum of 
thwarts, 
stiff eners 
and 
braces inside, painted with 
a non-slip interior paint so 
that in the exictement of 
landing a fish the angler 
w o n ’ t slip and fall over­ 
board. 
Some of the outboard mo­ 
tors are so light (under 35 
pounds) that even your wife 
can juggle them into and 
out of the car trunk along 
with the picnic lunch. 
Now what makes a good 
fishing boat for the relative­ 
ly quiet lakes and coastal 
waters we mentioned? 
No m atter how you ex­ 
plain it, it boils down to one 
thing . . . stability. Fishing 
is an exciting business . . . 
when you land a big fish . . . 
and in the excitement a tip­ 
py, unstable boat may be 
fatal. 
To get stability a boat 
m ust have B E A M , that 
means width. Beam gives 
an angler a better chance to 
move around in it without 
tipping over. It’s important 
because despite all the hys­ 
terical publicity given in the 
past few years to our reck­ 
less youth . . . the water 
cowboys . . . it’s still the 
sane, m ature angler, just 
out for a quiet day’s fishing 
who s h o w s up most fre­ 
quently in the boating fatali­ 
ty statistics. 
That there are many an­ 
gles to angling, and a lot of 
fishermen 
are 
plagued 
by 
doubts, is shown by some of 
"these q u e s t i o n s I’ve been 
asked: 


Q. I have a 16-foot alumin­ 
um canoe, very light, also a 
boat a little heavier. Which 
do you recommend for fish­ 
ing? 
A. I hate to knock canoes, I 
was brought up with them. But 
unless he’s been to camp as a 
boy and learned to handle a 
canoe, I would say the modem 
day city slicker does better 
with a boat, and the beamier 
the better. 


Q. My 9-foot boat doesn’t 
steer well when I’m fishing. 
It’s because I have to sit at 
the back which puts the bow 
up in the air. What can I do? 
A. You could put a wheel on 
a pedestal with remote controls 
up forward, this will let you sit 
amidship so that the boat is 
trimmed properly. A gadget is 
also available which is a sort of 
extension of the steering han­ 
dle. This lets you sit amidship 
and still control the motor.

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Q. Why is a s m a 11 motor 
better for trolling? 
A. See answer above. The 
outboard is most efficient at a 
fairly large throttle opening, so 
if you do a lot of trolling, try to 
get the smallest motor possible 
which will still have enough 
power to push the boat. 


Q. I fish in a very weedy 
lake in New York state. Is 
t h e r e any way to stop the 
prop from getting tangled up 
in weeds? 
A. Some 
m o t o r s 
a r e 
equipped with “weed-cutter” 
propellers. I’ve tried them, they 
really work. You might trade in 
your present motor for one of 
them. 


Q. Do weeds hurt an out­ 
board motor when trolling? 
A. If they throw the prop out 
of balance and cause it to vi­ 
brate, they are harmful. Re­ 
verse and throw them off. 


Q. Can I rent a boat and 
put on my own motor? I hate 
to carry a boat on top of the 
car. 
A. If they rent boats where 
you are going to fish, this is a 
good idea. I’ve never run into a 
boat rental livery that wouldn’t 
let you put a motor on one of 
their boats as long as motors 
were permitted in the area. 
There’s just one thing. Take 
along a lifejacket for each per­ 
son. Once you put a motor on a 
rowboat, the law says you have 
to carry lifejackets. Many an­ 
glers forget. 


Q. Which outboard scares 
the fish the least? 
A. The outboard motor man­ 
ufacturers have been saying for 
years that a gently running mo­ 
tor attracts fish. Skeptic that I 
was, I didn’t believe this until 
one day I was scuba diving and 
saw it with my own eyes.

After ruffing the first spade 
in dummy, declarer should lead 
a trump and try a finesse with 
the ten. Even if this finesse 
should lose, declarer can regain 
the lead and draw the rest of 
the trumps.

DIAMOND SWITCH 
South is safe against a switch 
to diamonds if West wins a 
trump trick. He is not safe if 
East eventually wins a trump 
trick.

Various Ways to Deduct Expense 
Of Traveling As Part Of Work 


Traveling expenses in connection with your ■ 
employment can be deducted from your in­ 
come in arriving at your adjusted gross in­ 
come. This means that you can also use the 
standard deduction or itemize your deduc­ 
tions, whichever is better for you. 
Our-of-Town Expenses — The law provides 
special deductions for the expenses of travel 
wliile away from home in connection with 
your employer’s business. Traveling “ away 
from home’’ means going away from the city 
or town where you normally 
work and remaining away at 
least overnight. “ Travel expen­ 
ses” means the cost of tran­ 
sportation fares, meals and 
lodging, and includes porters’ 
tips, hire of public stenogra­ 
phers, baggage charges and 
similar expenses necessary to 
travel.

Other Transportation Expen­ 
ses — Even though you do not 
travel away from home, you 
may deduct transportation ex­ 
penses paid in connection with 
the performance of services for 
your employer. Transportation 
expenses include payments for 
actual travel or, if you use your 
own car, the business portion of 
the cost of operation, including 
fuel, repairs and depreciation. 
Expenses of Outside Sales­ 
men — The law allows “ Out­ 
side Salesmen” to deduct all 
their ordinary and necessary 
business expenses. This applies 
only to full time salesmen who 
are engaged in soliciting busi­ 
ness for their employers away 
from their employer’s place of 
business. The term does not 
include one whose principal ac­ 
tivities consist of service and 
delivery such as a milk-driver 
salesman. 
Any reimbursement of these 
expenses must be included in 
your income. 
An employee who gets a fixed 


per diem for travel and enter­ 
tainment and gift expenses isn’t 
required to account in detail for 
the outlays unless the per diem 
exceeds the higher of $25 or 
125% of the per diem the gov­ 
ernment allows its employees. 


Recently the government per 
diem was changed raising the 
per diem allowance to $25 from 
$16. The old government allow­ 
ance was $16 per diem and so 
we were allowed 125% of that 
amount, which did not equal $25 
so we were allowed the $25. 
There is a new rule raising 
the federal figure to $25 from 
$16, 125% of $25 is $31.25 so our 
rate has been increased to 
$31.25 per day. 
If your employer reimburses 
you for the use of your car in 
any amount up to 15c per mile, 
you will be considered to have 
accounted for the expense. 
If your automobile expense 
reimbursement is less than 12c 
per mile for the first 15,000 
miles and 9 c per mile thereaf­ 
ter, you will want to include the 
reimbursement in your income 
and take a deduction at the new 
standard rates. The standard 
rate for use of your automobile 
has been increased from 10= 
per mile for the first 15,000 
miles and 7c a mile thereafter 
to 12c a mile for the first 15,000 
- miles and 9c a mile thereafter. *
